T is the considered opinion of many ex- | 

perts of strategy that one of the jobs 
the nation’s armed forces may well be 
called upon to perform is to conduct ex- 
peditions on short notice into other parts 
of the New World to protect against for- 
eign invaders. 

Even the most recent developments in 
the European War have given little 
cause for a change in the belief of this 
nation that so long as we have an eflicient 
Navy capable of operating in either ocean 
and an adequate air force the United 
States itself is in little danger of direct 
attack. 

The great fear is that some other part 
ofthe Western Hemisphere may be seized 
in one of the undeclared wars in fashion 
these days and made a base for opera- 
tims against other parts of the New 
World. 

Ahuge army cannot well be transported 
ei bloc over long distances by water, 
éven with control of the seas. A well- 
armed defender can probably deny a 
landing to such an army even if it could 
make its expedition in a compact flotilla. 
But the Germans have demonstrated an 
od principle of warfare, that where the 
defender is weak, a small force can work 
wonders. A few thousand—even a few 
bundred—-well-armed and well-organized 
hen sent to the proper places can, often 
make good their landing and, once estab- 
lished, maintain themselves against a 
much larger counter-attacking force. 

Many such “proper” places suggest 
themselves in this hemisphere, places 
Porly defended and sparsely settled. 
Alaska, the Galapagos Islands, Green 
land, Labrador, parts of the coasts of 
South America, some of the Caribbean 
islands. 

Any landing made in such places must 
be promptly disputed, for after the seiz- 
ire is consolidated, the winning back will 
costly, if indeed the terrain can be 
regained before it is used as base of oper- 
itions for further advances. Hours count 
i such a counter-attack. 

Two methods of meeting this threat 
ire at hand. 

One is the use of our long 
iid Navy bombers. 

The other was suggested recently by 
Brig. Gen, George Strong, assistant chief 
of staff. “The use of the airplane and the 
Motor vehicle,” he said, “indicates very

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Billion More to Bring 


Services to Readiness 


The President and Congress this week 
initiated action to bring the nation’s de- 
fenses up to what is considered a safe 
status in view of the international situa- 
tion. 

President Roosevelt, on Thursday, 16 
May, personally presented to a joint ses- 
sion of Congress a $1,182,000,000 expan 
sion program for the Army, Navy and Ma 
rine Corps, emphasizing that the appro 
priation requested is in addition to the 
regular 1941 service supply bills now in 
progress of enaction. 

The House Naval Affairs Committee 
held two hearings to determine what 
means are at hand to expedite the com 
pletion of the GS vessels now under con 
struction in order to free the ways for 
additional new construction, and meet 
this morning to consider an omnibus bill 
to suspend existing labor, Civil Service 
and other legislation which prevents the 
Navy from going to a 24 hour basis on the 
expansion program. 

The House Military Affairs Committee 
met yesterday to consider a bill intro 
duced by Representative Andrew J. May, 
of Ky., Chairman of the House Military 
Affairs Committee, which authorizes the 
expenditure of $726,000,000 by the War 
Department for practically every phase 
of the Army’s defense program. 

The Senate, late Thursday afternoon, 
after hearing the President’s message, 
passed a concurrent resolution recalling 
the Naval Appropriation bill from confer 
ence between the House and Senate in 
order that the President's naval expan 
sion requests may be incorporated in it to 
bring about speedy availability of the 
money, 

The Senate Naval Affairs Committee, 
in an effort to speed Navy administrative 
action to meet the emergency, began hear 
ings on the bill to consolidate the Bureau 
of Engineering and the Bureau of Con 
struction and Repair of the Navy into a 
Bureau of Ships. 

In his message the President empha 
sized the need for speed. The President 
and the Congress appear to be in accord 
on this factor. 

Program for Army 

The program for the War Department 
encompasses many phases. The $732,000, 
000 program is broken down roughly in 
this manner: 

For a speed-up in the production and 
refinement of war materials generally, 
$32,000,000. In this connection, it was 
stated that in large measure, the items 
being procured will cost from 15 to 25 
per cent more than they would have in 
September, 1939. Here again the time ele- 
ment is a deciding factor, as the War De- 
partment realized in September, 1939, 
when, in preparation for the 1941 appro- 
priation bill, Secretary of War Harry H. 
Woodring requested the Bureau of the 
Budget to include in the annual bill the 
funds requested by the President, only to 
meet with budgetary disapproval. How- 
ever, the rapidity of developments 
throughout the world brought home the 
fact that the problem must now be faced, 
as the President told Congress.

Senate Amends Army 
Length-of-Service Bill 


The War Department's length-of-ser- 
vice promotion bill was passed by the 
Senate on 16 May, shorn of its forced at- 
trition provisions. It now goes to confer- 
ence with the Louse to determine whether 
not the amendments will be retained, 
Senator Johnson of Colorado sponsored 
the amendments which eliminate the 
forced retirement of promotion list  offi- 
cers Who have reached 60 years of age 
and brigadier generals who have reached 
62. The adopted amendments provide 
that officers of those ages shall not be as- 
signed to command of troops, 

The amendments are being vigorously 
opposed by the War Department. Repre- 
sentative Thomas Martin, of Lowa, and 
Representative John J. Sparkman, of Ala 
bama, who were leaders in drafting the 
measure as it passed the Touse and who 
most likely will be among the conferees 
appointed by the Speaker, have an 
nounced that they, too, will oppose the 
amendments, 

Originally scheduled to be discussed in 
the Senate on Monday, the measure was 
set aside for the CAA bill. On Wednes- 
day, however, it was taken up with Sena 
tor Johnson attacking the retirement fea 
tures and challenging the Department's 
figures on the cost of the measure, When 
the Senate met on Thursday it was again 
taken up. So great was the show of 
strength in behalf of the Johnson amend 
ments that Senator Sheppard, chairman 
of the Senate Military Committee, ae- 
cepted the changes. After the Senate 
had voted to pass the bill, Senator King 
moved to reconsider the vote. His mo 
tion was entered and will be taken up 
Monday, 20 May. 

Commenting on the amendments offi 
clals at the War Department said “The 
effect of these amendments is to take out 
the provisions for the retirement of 
brigadier generals of the line at H 


nuge 62 
and for the retirement of other promotion 
list officers at age GO, and to retain until 
age 64 these officers but not permit them 
to command troops. 

“At the same time the authorized num 
ber of colonels would be increased above 
the 705 figures in such action is 
necessary in order that officers less than 
(0) vears of age may command regiments. 
The amendments remove all savings pre- 
dicted for the bill.” 

The text of the measure as it passed 
the Senate, with the new language in 
serted by Senator Johnson’s amendments 
indicated in italics, is as follows: 

te it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That section 
2 of the Act of July 31, 1935 (49 Stat. 505), 
is hereby repealed, 

Sec. 2. Section 3 of the said Act of July 31, 
1935, Is hereby amended to read as follows 

“Sec. 3. The number of promotion-list offi 
cers that shall be in the respective grades at 
any time after the effective date of this Act 
shall be such results from the operation 
of the promotion system hereinafter in this 
section = preseribed Promotion-list second 
and first Heutenants shall be 
promoted to the respective grades of first

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Comment of editors on the new Army promotion bill is generally favorable. 
Some of the editorials available for inspection showed a grasp of the problems 
involved surprisingly complete for civilians. Elimination of officers by reason of 
age alone was lamented by some, but the accent on youth in war was emphasized, 
and it was pointed out that services of the retired officers would be available in 
war just where such services would be most valuable—back in the War Department. 

The Davenport, lowa, Democrat declares, “One part of the American defense 
program which belatedly is receiving the attention it deserves is the plan to re- 
vitalize the Army by providing greater chances for promotion. The present and future 
effectiveness of our Army is heavily dependent on the proposed reforms... . 

“It is eusy enough to picture the discouragement that is bound to result from 
such a situation. Officers, however able and patriotic cannot be expected to give the 
best service when they know that their way to higher rank and higher pay is blocked 
and that they must look forward to remaining in the same spot for years... . 

“The situation is not new; its seriousness has been pointed out by able com- 
mentators over and over again, But it is more important than ever now to remove 
the hump und to increase Army efficiency by giving the officers a better break.” 


Comments the Dallas, Texas, News, “The bill will be greeted, however, with 
mixed sentiment by the commissioned personnel. There is little if any service op- 
position to the provisions which, through the rank of colonel, will move officers 
through grades after specified length of service in each. Tied to the automatic promo- 
tion feature is legislation designed to secure younger generals. This brings into the 





foreground the disputed subject of capacity at age... . 

“Undoubtedly hardship will be worked on capable and devoted officers if manda- 
tory retirement is intensified. But in general it is probable that best generalship 
can be found at ages under 60, Of course, history furnishes examples to the contrary 
und war may force use of older men who demonstrate capacity for high command.

shortly after Britain’s ghastly fiasco in 
Norway. To be sure, she did not have air 
superiority. But also she did not have 
such a force as General Strong described 
as necessary. Limit of her Navy’s ability 
to cooperate with the Army in an expedi- 
tion seemed to be the conveying of trans- 
ports. The Army high command was 
equally at fault. Air inferiority did not 
cause the landing of anti-tank guns at 
Andalsnes without a single round of am- 
munition for them, as was reported. 
Gioering’s tine air force did not cause two 
battalions to be landed at Namsos with- 
out a single antitank or antiaircraft gun. 
Someone, to paraphrase Tennyson, had 

blundered. 

The United States has determined that 
it will not emulate the “muddling” of 
Britain in this important national de- 
fense phase of planning for expeditionary 
forays. 

Most experienced in such types of work 
is the Fleet Marine Force, This force is 
the outgrowth of the East and West Ex- 
peditionary Forces, and reorganization 
into the FMF in 1934 provided a single 
headquarters. Further coordination will 
be achieved on 1 June when Brig. Gen. 
Ross E. Rowell assumes command of the 
Marine Aircraft Wing, composed of the 
East and West Coast Groups, with addi- 
tional duty as air liaison oflicer on Gen- 
eral Upshure’s staff. Yet there is danger 
in avaluating the FMF as a unit. In 
these days when action is counted in 
hours, it will be safer to consider the 
FMI as two units, each of well-trained 
and well-armed men, ready upon 48 
hours’ notice to be at sea with accom- 
panying aircraft. Should the danger 
come in the Kast, it may well be the 
Quantico force which will have to strike 
first. Should it be the West, the San 
Diego force may move first to the attack. 

So probably the most significant part 
of the creation of the FMF was the plac- 
ing of it at the disposal of the comman- 
der-in-chief of the Fleet, thus assuring 
the utmost cooperation between the Navy 
and the expeditionary forces. Anything 
less than perfect cooperation spells at 
the least, delay and losses; at the most, 
defeat. 

General Marshall recently discussed 
the need of this cooperation at great 
length. He pointed out that the Navy’s 





work only began when the convoy had 
reached its objective, He stated that fleet 
guns might have to cover a landing: 
therefore the Navy must be able to fire 
not only at vessels but at shore installa- 
tions. He further remarked that if the 
operations were conducted at any great 
distance the ship-based aircraft might be 
the only ones available, and in that case, 
observers must be able to “spot fire” not 
only for naval guns but for field pieces 
after they are set up on shore. Perhaps, 
he remarked, that might involve putting 
Field Artillerymen up in Navy planes. 
Landing exercises, the Army head 
stressed, are a nightmare of staff work 
and logistics. 

Army, Navy and Marines have been 
working hand-in-glove on these problems 
for many years, though it is only in 
recent times that the Army has gone into 
the problem on a wide scale. Three years 
ago a brigade of the Ist Division was sent 
to the Caribbean to participate in Ma- 
rine landing exercises. The 30th Infantry 
has participated in such exercises both in 
Hawaii and off California. These paved 
the way for the 3rd Division exercises at 
Monterey in January, when the Fleet 
helped put the division ashore on a con- 
tested beach. However, realism was to 
some extent sacrificed to a lack of suffi- 
cient equipment, though the Navy loaned 
ship’s boats and the Marines their spe- 
cial landing boats for heavy equipment. 

Another handicap has been the neces- 
sity of safety precautions to protect men 
and material, though it is obvious that 
any landing in force on a contested beach 
is going to result not only in casualties 
at the enemy’s hands but in capsizings 
and drownings. 

Participating in the 8rd Division's land- 
ing were the 2nd Battalion, 4th Infantry; 
7th Infantry; 15th Infantry (replacing 
the 80th Infantry in the landing exer- 
cise) ; the 9th and 10th Field Artillery ; 
10th Engineer Battalion, 2nd Battalion, 
76th Field Artillery, and other divisional 
units. 

The Army sought in the 1941 Budget 
funds to permit an entire division to em- 
bark from Galveston, Texas, to conduct 
landing exercises in Puerto Rico from 
January to 31 March 1941, in which the 
Navy, Marines and local National Guard 
units would participate, but it now ap- 
pears that these exercises will have to be 
somewhat curtailed.

Promotion, Retirement, and Pay Debated as Senate Passes Army Bill 


HE debate on the War Department’s 

promotion bill proceeded in the Sen- 
ate on 15 May as follows: 

Mr. Sheppard. “The present Army promo- 
tion system has resulted in stagnation of pro- 
yotions in the grades of captain, major, lieu- 
enant colonel, and colonel. Congress should 
provide a system which would afford oppor- 
nity to officers to exercise command and 
perform executive and staff functions appro- 
plate to every grade at an age when the 
officers are in full possession of the mental 
md physical capacity required for such 
ommand duty. Such a system is provided 
» the proposed legislation. 

“Let me illustrate the system the bill would 
mt into effect. A young man originally com- 
sissioned in the Army as a second lieuten- 
wit, at the age of 21 years, would in 3 years 
yveoome a first lieutenant; his age would then 
ye 24 years. Seven years later he would be- 
ome a captain, and his age would then be 
| years. Seven years later he would become 
major; his age would then be 38 years. Six 
vars later he would become a_ lieutenant 
slonel; his age would then be 44 years. Five 
vrs later he would become a colonel, and 
ye would then be 49 years old. It is obvious 
tat a system which will enable an officer 
w reach the grade of colonel at the age of 
will not only vitalize the officer corps, but 
cil substantially make for efficiency, and 
greatly add to the preparedness of the Army. 
“The present system is ineffective by rea 
on of the fact that it harbors what is com- 
nonly known as the ‘hump.’ The problem of 
dissipating the ‘hump’ as expeditiously as 
pssible, and affording early promotion to 
ficers of the ‘hump’ should be definitely 
wttled at once, without further delay. 

“The present promotion system has over a 
omber of years had a demoralizing effect 
yon the World War officers, which group 
rmarily comprise the ‘hump.’ Without 
westion, such conditions do not make for 
preparedness. 

“Let me cite an example to show how 
greatly stagnation in promotion has affected 
me Officer. A senior captain with 22 years’ 
wrvice is one of the 900 World War officers 
tillin the group of captains. He has the age 
ud experience appropriate for the grade of 
lieutenant colonel, but under the present 
system it will take this officer 10 years to go 
uw through the grade of major. This officer 
isabout the same age as the junior lieutenant 
colonel, and has within 14% years the same 
length of service. 

“Let me give some of the reasons why there 
isstagnation in promotion. In 1920 the Army 
was greatly increased. Some 7,200 World 
War officers were commissioned in the Regu 
ar Army, creating a ‘hump’ of officers of 
proximately the same average age and 
ength of service. The ‘hump’ now numbers 
120, over one-third of all promotion-list offi 
vrs. The ‘hump’ includes the lower 400 files 
f lieutenant colonels, the entire grade of 
waijors, 2,000, and the upper 900 files of cap 
ins, Being about the same age, on the 
verage, 46, their attrition rate is low and 
dees not provide a sufficient number of va- 
ancies to create flow of promotion. Under 
the present system, with the expected attri- 
lon, it will take the ‘hump’ 11 years to pass 
through the grade of colonel, and by 19538 
these officers will average 62 years of age, 
iid all field grades will be filled with officers 
riously overaged. 

“Stagnation in promotion seriously affects 
Preparedness of the Army, and I will give 
he reason for that statement. Continuity of 
‘tadership is vital to provide an efficient corps 
“officers, Such continuity must extend from 
the high-ranking officer down through each 
stade in the chain of command. Continuity 
of leadership is secured by having in each 
trade a body of officers of the proper age 
md experience. That is lost when officers 
riain too long in one grade or are pro 
Mted so rapidly that they jump a grade, or 
Ms through grades too rapidly. 

: “It is lost when, as at present, there is a 
“ge body of officers of about the age and

“The ideal continuity is provided in the 


pending bill by service of 3 years as second 
lieutenant, 7 years as first lieutenant, 7 years 
as captain, 6 years as major, 5 years as lieu 
tenant colonel, and then the officers will en 
ter the grade of colonel after 28 years of ser 
vice, at an average age of 52. That is the 
aim of the measure.” 

(At this point Senator Thomas Spoke on 
the general military situation.) 

Mr. Johnson of Colorado. “Mr. President, 
the problem of national defense is the most 
vital problem before the American people 
today. Any bill or other measure before 
Congress dealing with national defense, or 
any discussion of national defense, should 
and does command the attention of all the 
people of our country. 

“Poor legislation will come before the Con 
gress in the name of national defense. Many 
crimes will be committed in its good name. 
The pending bill, the, promotion-list bill, is 
one of the bills which I consider not in the 
interest of national defense. I do not con 
sider the pending bill in the interest of the 
welfare of the people of the United States, 
and I do not consider that it is at all in 
harmony with the retirement policies which 
have been established by the Congress. 

“As Senators will recall, the pending bill 
seeks to lower the retirement age of promo 
tion-list officers from the existing 64-year 
limit to a 60-year limit. I do not believe 
such a change is necessary or desirable. I 
do not believe the Congress thinks it is neces 
sary. If Senators subscribe to the theory 
that men should be retired at the age of 60 
years, if they think men are worthless when 
they reach the age of 60 years, then naturally 
they would be in favor of the pending bill; 
but if they believe, as I do, that a man is 
valuable when he is in good physical condi 
tion and mentally alert at 60 years of age, 
they would be opposed to the pending 
measure, 

“T have great respect for the Members of 
the Senate who are beyond the age of 60 
years. I have great respect for some of them 
who are 20 years beyond that age. I have 
great respect for men who are active, and 
especially men who are in good physical con 
dition, who are active in all manner of ser 
vice to our country. 

Mr. Clark of Missouri. “Not to go outside 
the military profession, does the Senator re 
call how old Field Marshal von Hindenburg 
was at the outbreak of the last World War? 
Unless I am mistaken, he was 67. Field Mar 
Mackensen was 66 or 67. Marshal 





shal von 
Joffre, of France, was approximately the 
same age. In the present war, as I under 


stand, Marshal Gamelin is 64 or 65; and 


Marshal Weygand—-who may lead the most 
decisive movement of the whole present 
World War--must be very close indeed to 
70.” 


Mr. Johnson of Colorado. “I thank the 
Senator for that observation. T am informed 
that in the German Army today there are a 
thousand officers who are more than 614 years 
of age.” 

Mr. Minton. “It seems to me it does not 
follow that those of us who are for this bill 
are in favor of dispensing with the services 
of a man because he is 60 years of age. That 
seems to me not to follow as stated by the 
Senator from Colorado. 

“T happen to be in favor of the pending 
bill because there are in the Army a number 
of colonels who are @ years of age who never 
ean reach the grade of brigadier general 
under the present set-up. They have the high 
est grade they can ever attain; and they are 
remaining in the grade of colonel, and pre 
venting officers behind them in the lower 
grades from coming up and exercising com 
mands in that grade which they may never 
exercise if the older officers remain in the 
service, 

“If the old fellows are out of the way, that 


does not mean that their services are dis 
pensed with if we need them in an emer 
gency. We ean call them back. What it does 


mean is that they are shunted aside in order 
that junior officers may have the chance to 
come up into the higher commands before 
they become as old as was Marshal Joffre.” 
Mr. Johnson of Colorado, “IT think that is 
“a very weak argument. Naturally, of course, 
only a limited number of places are available 
for the generals. There are not very many 
generals in the Army, brigadiers, lieutenant 
generals, major generals, or full generals 
Their number is very limited. Naturally, not 
all the officers who enter the Army can ex 
pect to occupy those ranks, but merely be 
enause they reach the age of 60 and have not 
been designated for such promotion is no 
reason at all why they should be retired es 
pecially when their services are badly needed 
The Senator from Indiana used the term ‘old 
fellows’; I would rather say ‘these young fel 
lows of 60 years of age,’ who are colonels, 
rather than to use the term ‘old fellows.’ The 
Senator must know that in the Army a man 
is retired if he is not physically strong and 





able, regardless of how long he has served, 
regardless of how old he is. The Department 
does not consult the birthday book; it retires 
him out if there is anything wrong with him, 
if he has high blood pressure or any other 
physical defect, and there is nothing he can 
do about it.” 

Mr. Clark of Missouri. “I do not wish to 
interrupt the Senator, but, along the line he 
is discussing, is it not a fact that this so- 
called block in promotion, holding up the 
appointment of some of the junior officers, 
is caused by the fact that the policy of the 
War Department at the present time is, and 
has been for the last 3 or 4 years, an entirely 
new policy—-which, incidentally, was adopted 
by a man who could not himself have quali- 
fied as a general officer under this theory 
the policy being that no one shall be pro- 
moted to be general officer unless he can 
serve at least 7 years as a general officer. That 
was a policy recently adopted by the War 
Department, under the present administra 
tion. 

“If that has caused a block, would it not 
be very much better to unblock that system 
instead of retiring these officers forcibly and 
involuntarily, merely taking colonels who are 
of a certain age and making them general 
officers, even if supernumeraries, and moving 
up the juniors to be colonels, rather than 
retiring officers at the age of 60 arbitrarily, 
when they might very well be fully compe 
tent to render very valuable service to the 
country in the event of war? In other words, 
this is an entirely arbitrary and artificial 
scheme, as I see it, for the purpose of moving 
up some officers who are behind certain colo 
nels who have been artificially held up by 
the War Department.” 

Mr. Hill. “Mr. President, our distinguished 
colleague from Missouri, who always makes 
on able argument, made a point with refer 
ence to Von Hindenburg and Marshals Mack 
ensen, Gamelin, and Weygand. Not a single 
one of those men would have been retired 
under the pending bill. The Senator's argu 
ment, therefore, does not apply. IT do not 
desire to take the time of the Senator from 
Colorado now, because I shall speak in my 
own time, and T know he desires to speak 
further, but IT want to make it clear that this 
is not a proposal willy-nilly to retire every 
officer as soon as he becomes 60 years of age. 
Not one of the fleld marshals mentioned by 
the Senator from Missouri would have been 
retired under the pending bill.” 

Mr. Johnson of Colorado. “The 
from Alabama is entirely mistaken. They 
would be retired, under the proposed law, 
when they became © years of age. The au 
thorities would simply consult the birthday 
hook.” 

Mr. Hill “They would be retired at 60 
years of age unless 5 per cent of the number 
of colonels were not retired, but the residue 
would be retired at 60 years if they had not 
reached the grade of brigadier general.” 

Mr. Johnson of Colorado, “That is not the 
bill at all.” 

Mr. Clark

of Missouri. Of course, in the 
ecuse of Field Marshal von Hindenburg, he 
had already been retired. He had been re 
tired before the war started because he beat 
the Kaiser at maneuvers at one time, and he 
was called back into service because of his 
outstanding ability.” 

Mr. Hill. “Exactly; and under the pending 
bill those who retire can be and will be re 
called if their services are needed.” 

Mr. Clark of Missouri, “Under the proposed 


law, the same thing might happen to any 
officer who did not happen to be in favor 
with the War Department politicians, who 
run the War Department—and when I say 


that I do not mean civilian politicians, T mean 
Army politicians. Such officers might very 
readily be retired, just as Field Marshal von 
Hendenburg was retired by the Kaiser before 
the war for beating him in a maneuver.” 

Mr. Hill. “When his services were needed 
he came back.” 

Mr. Johnson of Colorado. “The Senator 
from Alabama has not correctly stated the 
purposes of the bill at all, The bill is a man- 
datory retirement measure, providing for re 
tirement at the age of 60 of all the officers on 
the provisional list from the rank of colonel 
on down to second lieutenant. Brigadier gen 
erals are required to retire at 62 years of age. 
A lieutenant general retires at 64. I cannot 
understand why, if a man Is fit to be a gen- 
eral at 4, he is not fit to be a colonel at HA. 
I do not understand that line of argument. 

“To proceed with my remarks, I desire to 
insert in the Record at this point a statement 
by Henry Ford about men over forty.” 

There being no objection, the article was 
ordered to be printed in the Record, as fol 
lows: 


“Ford for Men Over 40—Usefulness Begins 
Then, He Says, Backing President's Pica 
“Detroit, May 4.--Henry Ford doubts that 

there are “enough brains under % (years of 

age) to supply the management needed in 
industry.” 

“He said so today in endorsing President 
toosevell’s proclamation designating the first 
week in May as “National Employment 


Week,” particularly the appeal for jobs for 
men more than 40 years of age. 

“*My own opinion is that men do not come 
to full usefulness until they are 40,’ said Mr. 
Ford, who will be 77 on July 30 and has no 
intention of ‘retiring.’ 

“*T still have the first man I ever hired— 
that was before I was married. He worked 
with me on a little sawmill, and he still is 
working with me, I don’t believe in retiring 
men for age. I believe the longer they work 
the longer they live.’ 

“He said that of the 85,967 Ford workers in 
the Detroit area, 37,433 were more than 40 
years old, The oldest employee, he said, was 
87 and was hired at 70. His company has no 
old-age-retirement rule.” 

Mr. Johnson of Colorado. “Mr. President, 
the Senator from Indiana has indicated that 
we have no use for these men, these colonels, 
these ‘old fellows,’ as he called them, who 
are 60 years of age or over. I recall that the 
Congress of the United States last year passed 
a law expanding the Army, providing for 
about 4,000 additional officers. I recall that 
recently in the city of Colorado Springs, one 
of the fine cities in the State of Colorado, the 
Reserve officers of the city had an Army offi- 
cer assigned to instruct them in the military 
matters about which they needed to know 
in order to make the proper advancement. 
Then the Army withdrew this officer. I went 
to the War Department and tried to have an 


Army officer assigned for that instruction, 
because it was important instruction, and 
the Reserve officers desired to have it. The 


said, ‘We have not the officers avail- 
We have not any officers we can spare. 
We cannot send them anyone.’ The Reserve 
Officers’ Association appeared before the 
Committee on Military Affairs, of which the 
distinguished Senator from Indiana is a mem

ber, and, through the officer representing 
them, stated: 
“*We cannot get instructors from the 


Regular Army to the extent of our needs, be 
cause, the Army tells us, they have no offi 
cers to spare.’ 

“I claim that there is a great need for offi- 
cers, If there were no need for these colo 
nels, if they were merely superfluous baggage 
being carried along, the situation would be 
different, but there is a vital need for every 
one of them.” 

Mr. Minton. “I think the Senator from 
Colorado has misunderstood what I said, I 
would not want the Record to show that I 
took the position that these officers, because 


they were 60 years of age, were of no use, 
What I did say, or intended to say, was 
that many of these colonels, having reached 


60 years of age, and not being within the 5 
per cent, and not having been selected to be 
brigadier generals, have commanded every 
thing in the Army they can command, and 
therefore we should let them be shunted aside 
in order that the younger officers behind 
them might have a chance to be promoted and 
exercise the commands and become efficient 
in them, as the older colonels have become 
Otherwise the young officers, to whom we 
will have to turn in an emergency, will not 
have a chance to command anything more 
than a company, or perhaps a battalion, So 
it is not to punish the older officers, and it 
is not directed In any way at them because 
they are not useful, but rather because we 
want to give the younger officers behind them 
a chance to come up and take over these com 
mands, as is so essential if an emergency 
ever arises and we have to have men to officer 
an expanded army.” 

Mr. Johnson of Colorado. “The Senator's 
argument might be sound if all of the colo 
nels were assigned to troops. There are 
approximately 698 colonels in the Army, or 
at least that was the number a few days ago 
when I checked the list, and 157 of those 
colonels were assigned to troops. The re 
mainder of them have other functions, other 
duties. They are not assigned to troops at 
oll. Some of them are in the Judge Advocate 
General's office.” 

Mr. Clark of Missouri. “In response to 
what the Senator from Indiana has said, I 
should like to ask the Senator from Colorado 
if this is not in fact a scheme looking toward

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Training Air Observers 


The War Department this week asked 
Congress to amend the National Defense 
Act in order to permit the assignment of 
as many officers of other branches of the 
Army as may be deemed necessary to the 
Air Corps for training as observers in 
order to facilitate cohesion between the 
air and ground arms. Under present law, 
only 1 percent of the officers in each of 
the other branches may be so assigned. 
Officers detailed for this duty would not 
be required to qualify as pilots but would 
receive flying pay. 

The text of the War Department’s let- 
ter is as follows: 

“The essential purpose of the proposed 
legislation is to amend the present law s0 as 
to permit an officer to receive an aeronautical 
rating as an aircraft observer without having 
to previously qualify as a pilot, and to be 
included in the classification “flying officer” 
while holding such rating. The amendments 
would permit detail of officers to the Air 
Corps from other branches for training and 
duty as aircraft observers and as other mem- 
bers of combat crews of aircraft without re- 
gard to the restrictions imposed by Sec. 20, 
Act of June 10, 1922, as amended, which 
places a limit of 1 percentum of the total 
authorized strength of a branch upon the 
number of officers in such branch who may 
be detailed to duty requiring regular and 
frequent participation in aerial filght. Under 
the Air Corps augmentation program it is 
planned to detail officers from other branches 
of the Army to the Air Corps for training 
and duty as aircraft observers. It is not 
contemplated that these officers shall be given 
training as pilots. They will be assigned as 
members of combat crews, will be required 
to participate in aerial flights, and will be 
subject to the same risks and hazards as are 
pilots. The use of officers of other branches 
for this duty will contribute to better in- 
tegration of the air arm and the ground 
arms, and will further the cooperative efforts 
of observation aviation and the troops with 
which it works in training and combat. In 
order that such officers may be rated as air- 
craft observers and receive flying pay while 
so rated, amendment to the 6th proviso of 
Section 13a of the National Defense Act, as 
amended is necessary. Enactment of the pro- 
posed legislation is urgently recommended 
in order that the training and use as aerial 
observers of officers of the ground arms may 
be initiated without delay. It is estimated 
that the additional cost incident to this pro- 
posed legislation would amount to $62,250 in 
the fiscal year 1941,” 





Leavenworth Disciplinary Bks. 

The Bureau of Prisons, Department of 
Justice, is planning a redistribution of 
the prisoners under its jurisdiction with 
a view to returning the facilities at Ft. 
Leavenworth, Kans., to the War Depart- 
ment at the earliest possible moment. 

Because of the overcrowded condition 
of the United States penitentaries, the 
buildings and certain other property of 
the United States disciplinary barracks 
ut Ft. Leavenworth were turned over to 
the Department of Justice in September 
1920 under a revocable permit for a term 
of five years for use for the confinement 
of civil prisoners. This permit was later 
extended to 1 Jan. 1940, but has not been 
renewed. It was stated at the office of 
Mr. James V. Bennett, Director of 
Prisons, that that Bureau has since had 
some new construction and is now en- 
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deavoring to arrange its affairs so that 
the Leavenworth property can be turned 
back to the War Department. It is hoped 
to have the matter settled by July, it was 
stated. There are now 1,021 civil prisoners 
at Leavenworth. 

For some years, the War Department 
had three Disciplinary Barracks, but with 
the turning over of the Barracks at Alca- 
traz to the Department of Justice in 1934, 
there is now available for Army use only 
the Disciplinary Barracks at Governors 
Island. However, while the strength of 
the Regular Army has increased during 
those years from 118,500 to well over 200,- 
000 the number of general prisoners has 
been quite few. There is, therefore, a pos- 
sibility that if the Leavenworth facilities 
are returned to the Army, the Disciplin- 
ary Barracks at Governors Island may be 
discontinued, its prisoners sent to Leav- 
enworth, and its facilities turned to other 
uses, 





Inspect British Plane 

Acting Secretary of War, Louis John- 
son, stated 15 May that a group of Army 
Air Corps pilots and engineers had gone 
to Ottawa, Canada, to inspect a modern 
British fighter, the Super-Marine Spit- 
fire. Col. O. P. Echols, Assistant Chief 
of the Materiel Division, accompanied by 
two test pilots, Capt. G. EB. Price and 
Capt. P. FE. Shanahan, flew in an Army 
transport to Ottawa, accompanied by a 
group of engineers, for that purpose. The 
Army pilots flew the Spitfire in order to 
compare its characteristics, performance, 
speed, and general utility as a single seat- 
er fighter, with the latest models in our 
own Army Air Corps.

Third Army Maneuvers 

Because of the press of business in 
Washington, Secretary of War Woodring 
announced yesterday that he will not 
make his scheduled trip to the Third 
Army Exercises next week. 

The second phase of the Third Army 
Exercises in Louisiana began 4 May 
when the attack of the IV Corps (Blue) 
was launched at daylight against the IX

Considerable movement of mechanized 
troops was reported. 
Throughout the day there was intense 
air reconnaissance on both sides. 
Red and Blue forces were in contact 
the night of 14 May along the line: 
Pitkin: Blue and Red Infantry. 
La Camp: Blue Infantry and Red 
Cavalry. 
Simpson: Blue Infantry, Tanks, Artil- 
lery and Red Cavalry. 
Hutton: Blue Infantry and Red Infan- 
try. 
Bellwood: 
Cavalry. 
At Hornbeck the 6th Cavalry (Blue) 
has encountered the 38th Infantry (Red). 
At Robeline Red Cavalry is in contact 
with Blue mechanization which is tem- 
porarily delayed by destroyed bridges. 
Blue light bombardment attacked the 
Red airdrome at De Ridder. 
Red medium bombardment attacked 
the Blue airdrome at Natchitoches. 
Red light bombardment attacked the 
Blue mechanized column southwest of 
Robeline and destroyed three tanks dam- 
aged ten, and delayed advance of the 
command, damage to Red bombardment 
planes.

lar Army, but not otherwise. Except as here- 
inafter provided promotion-list captains, 
majors, and lieutenant colonels shall be pro- 
moted to the respective grades of major, 
lieutenant colonel, and colonel immediately 
upon completing respectively seventeen years’, 
twenty-three years’, and twenty-eight years’ 
continuous commissioned service in the Regu- 
lar Army: Provided, That at no time shall 
the number of promotion-list colonels exceed 
seven hundred and five unless a greater number 
is necessary in order to make available a 
sufficient number of colonels eligible for troop 
commands.” Vrovided further, That promo- 
tion-list majors and lieutenant colonels shall 
not be promoted to the respective grades of 
lieutenant colonel and colonel until they shall 
have completed respectively six years’ and 
five years’ continuous commissioned service 
under permanent appointments in the grades 
of major and lieutenant colonel, except that 
for the purpose of determining years of such 
service in grade officers promoted to or serv- 
ing in the respective grades of major and 
lieutenant colonel shall, in addition to re- 
ceiving credit for all actual continuous com- 
missioned service in the Regular Army in 
those grades, receive constructive credit of 
one-half the amount of their continuous com- 
missioned service in the Regular Army in ex- 
cess of seventeen and twenty-three years, 
respectively: “Provided further, That not- 
withstanding any of the provisions of this 
section with respect to years of commissioned 
service or years of service in any grade, 
promotion-list officers may be promoted to 
higher grades in order to make available a 
sufficient number of officers eligible for troop 
commands.” Provided further, That each pro- 
motion-list officer shall be assumed to have, 
for promotion purposes, at least the same 
length of continuous commissioned service in 
the Regular Army and service in grade as 
any officer junior to him, in his grade, on the 
promotion list, except that an officer sentenced 
by courts-martial to loss of files on the promo- 
tion list shall be assumed to have for promo- 
tion purposes no greater service than the 
officer next above him in his new position on 
the promotion list: Provided further, That no 
ollicer shall be promoted, under the provisions 
of this section, in advance of any officer in 
the same grade whose name appears above his 
on the promotion list, except that the promo- 
tion of an officer shall not be withheld by rea- 
son of the fact that an officer senior to him on 
the promotion list is for any reason not 
eligible for promotion: And provided further, 
That hereafter all promotion-list officers in 
any grade shall take rank among themselves 
according to their standing on the promotion 
list.” 

Sec. 3. That section 5 of the said Act of 
July , 1935, is hereby amended to read as 
follows : 









“That whenever any officer on the active ligt

of inquiry shall be retired only when the ap.

Submarine Engine Bids 

The Navy Department on 15 May 
opened bids for the machinery for the six 
submarines of the 1941 program and re- 
placement of machinery for Submarines 
Nautilus, Narwhal, and Argonaut.

Rupert R. Deese 
USMC, long known as one of the Corp’ 
experts on all fields of artillery. Capt 
W. F. Parks, USMC, another instructor 
was only recently detached from duty i 
the Third Defense Battalion, which o 
cupied Camp McDougal prior to its em 
barkation for Honolulu.

Alert and soldierly as always, General 
john J. Pershing, General of the Armies 
of the United States, arrived in Washing- 
ton last Tuesday. He came from the Army 
and Navy General Hospital at Hot 
Springs, Ark., where during a check-up 
he suffered a sprained ankle, He was met 
at the Union Depot by General Malin 
Craig, former Chief of Staff; Colonel 
George Adamson, his Military Secretary, 
Major Claude M. Adams, representing 
General Marshall, who was detained at a 
White House conference, and officers of 
the Battle Monuments Commission. Ac 
companying the General were Col. Glenn 
I. Jones, USA-Ret., and Sergeant C, C. 
Schaeffer. A crowd gathered about his 
ear which gave him a cordial and respect 
ful greeting. 

Shortly after the arrival of the General 
at his Hotel, General Marshall called and 
brought him up to date on the latest mili 
tary developments abroad. Subsequently, 
other officials and oflicers consulted him. 

The presence of the General in Wash- 
ington is welcomed by the President and 
his subordinates, because he is now avall- 
able to advise on matters relative to the 
progress of the wars in Europe and Asia, 
and especially in connection with the pre 
parations the United States must make 
for its own defense, and for active ser 
Vice should we become militarily involved 
in the struggle. It will be recalled that 
when the war broke out last September, 
Secretary Woodring and General Mar 
shall discussed with him the program, 
subsequently adopted, for strengthening 
the Army and the execution of essential 
training activities. Because of the great 
influence he has with Congress and the 
people, the Administration was gratified 
by the statement the General issued em 
phasizing the importance of prepared- 
The statement reads: 

“Preparedness is as necessary today as 
it was for us when war was declared in 
1917, and we find ourselves in practically 
the same condition. Congress has made 
certain appropriations for materiel, br 
that is far short of what I think Amer 
must do. 

“Every energy in this country ¢ 
be devoted to the idea of putt’ 
United States in a condition of ° 
preparedness against the por 
war. 

“None of us can tell whe’ 
come involved in the strur swe now raging 
with such tremendous 7 yry in Europe. 
In my opinion, the ver » jife of this Ke 
public depends on tb’. onergy and deter 
mination with when our people under 
take the task @€ DY acing the United States 
in u state Of * jorough preparation im 
both men awd equipment.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—Two nations with colonial possessions have been invaded and 
occupied, and their overseas territories are figuring in international calculations. 
They are Denmark, which temporarily has lost Iceland and Greenland, and the 
Netherlands, whose West Indian Islands have been occupied by British and French 
troops, Dutch Guiana, which is controlled by neighboring Allied Guianas, and the 
Dutch East Indies, which are the object of Japanese naval ambition. Thus a start has 
been made on the realization of the design of Hitler, as well as that of Mussolini, to 
break up existing Empires, and at the ultimate peace conference to effect a territorial 
new deal, 

In the National Defense message the President delivered to Congress on Thurs- 
day, he stressed the importance of the insular possessions of Kuropean countries to the 
security of the United States. He referred to the air proximity of Greenland to Canada 
and New England; he might have recalled that that large island and Iceland were 
stepping stones on Colonel and Mrs, Lindbergh’s trip to Europe and Balbo’s trip from 
Italy to the United States, He indicated the danger to us of occupation by an 
aggressor of Bermuda and the Cape Verde Islands, and the Azores, and the ease with 
which his planes could reach Brazil; of the short flying distance from Para to 
Caracas and thence to the Panama Canal Zone and Cuba, and of what seizure of 
Tampico would mean to Kansas City and St. Louis and Omaha. It was a gruesome 
picture of peril, which has brought home to the people the necessity of ample pro- 
vision to meet attack by counter-attack. The western coast of South America he 
pointed out was subject to air devastation from islands of the South Seas. 











It is apparent from the President’s message that he is concerned over the fate of 
Islands and lands within striking distance of the United States, which belong not 
only to the invaded nations but te the Allies. If the latter should be defeated, there 
would be a mad scramble for their possessions, and whether it liked it or not this 
Hemisphere would be compelled to struggle for these which, could serve as bases 
from which air attacks could be launched. Probably that possibility was the reason 
for the mention of Canada and Bermuda and the South Sea Islands in his message, 
and his references to Brazil and Mexico may have been inspired by past attempts to 
establish pro-Nazi Governments in those nations. Whatever the reasons for his 
exposition of the dangers which threaten the Americas, there is no doubt of his 
general motive, which was to make clear to the peoples of the Western Hemisphere 
that from Europe and Asia they may face invasion, which only preparedness and 
solidarity can repel. 

By proposing that the United States be made militarily powerful 
which it is hoped will be adopted by every South American state 
also to prevent Italy and the remaining neutrals from entering the war, and to make 
Japan understand that if she moves toward the South Seas she will face the increas- 
ing might of the United States. Early in the week, he made new representations to 
Mussolini with a view to inducing him to continue his policy of non-belligerency, but 
that they failed is indicated by the warning to all Americans in that country and in 
the Balkans to return to the United States ; and Rear Admiral Courtney, Commander- 
in-Chief of the European Squadron, is facilitating this movement homeward. Because 
of his long experience and able handling of analogous matters in the past, the Navy 
Department is satisfied the Admiral will make ample and satisfactory arrangements 
for ihe exodus, even if it occur while the Italians are engaged in the war. The two 
neighbors of Italy, Jugo-Slavia and Greece, are so apprehensive of Italian attack that 
they have concentrated troops on their frontiers, but their forces are not strong 
enough to prevent invasions. The moment Italy strikes, Turkey is expected to do so 
in accordance with the Alliance she made with Great Britain and France. It follows 
that war will sweep over the entire Balkan region, 

The interest of the United States lies in the Pacific as well as Kurope. The 
President in his message referred to the short distance of Alaska, with its population 
of only 30,000 white people, from Vancouver, Seattle, Tacoma and Portland, a sug- 
gestion that Japanese planes would operate against the American cities from a base 
established in the northwestern territory, But our concern as to Japan is not contined 
to her possible use of Alaska. That country is determined to enforce the doctrine of 
Asia for the Asians, and has made clear that a change of sovereignty of the Dutch 
Kast Indies would be resented. In deference to this attitude, the Allies have not 
landed troops on those islands, which is in contradistinetion to their occupation with 
our consent of the Dutch West Indies. Our Government does not propose to permit 
Japan to take the Dutch East Indies, and has said as much, and our naval activities 
in the Pacific, and the retention of the Fleet in Hawaii, are an expression of the verbal 
notice we have served.

Single con 
tracts totalling $1,771,100, $1,501,272.97 and $1,450,027.50 led the list, with half a 
dozen smaller ones swelling the total. In addition, among other contracts, the 
bureau signed purchase orders for Diesel fuel oil and motor gasoline, 


Corps of Engineers—The 6th Engineer Battalion’s home station has been changed 
again, but the change will probably provoke no sighs of “Aloho Oe,” for the battalion 
never saw the post which was its home station from 24 Feb, to 6 May.

The Biggest Navies—Of special interest in connection with the discussion elsewhere 
in this issue of the fair-sized Netherlands Navy which largely escaped German hands 
and the minute Belgian naval forces is the newest compilation of data on the big 
navies by the Navy Department. The new compilation issued this week supplants that 
of 25 Jan. Both are composed of information gleaned from unofficial sources and are 
published by the Navy Department not as official documents but merely for any 
general interest they may be worth. : 

A comparison of the reports of 25 Jan. and 1 May reveals several striking facts, 
First the navies of the United States, France, Italy and Germany have increased dur. 
ing the period, while that of Britain is smaller by four light surface vessels and three 
submarines, Germany had eight more vessels on 1 May than on 25 Jan. despite the 
losses in the Norway campaign. This is due to the many additions of vessels which 
were under construction when the earlier report was issued. However, data on the 
Reich Navy is prefaced by warnings. The destroyer figure, for instance, includes nine 
vessels of that class “believed to be lost.” Also says the report: “Increase in sub- 
marine building since outbreak of war unknown. Number of submarines lost in war 
unknown.” 

Following are the totals given as of 1 May: United States, 15 battleships, 5 car. 
riers, 254 light surface vessels (increase of one), 95 submarines; total 269. Great 
tritain, 14 battleships, 3 monitors, 6 large and 2 small carriers, 247 light surface yes- 
sels (decrease of four), 56 submarines (decrease of three) ; total 328. France, 7 bat- 
tleships, one large and one small carrier, 91 light surface vessels (increase of ohe), 
77 submarines; total 177. Italy, 5 battleships (increase of one), one old armored 
cruiser, 5 monitors, 154 light surface vessels, 111 submarines (increase of 4) : total 
276. Germany, 7 battleships (decrease of one), 72 light surface vessels (increase of 
6), TO submarines (decrease of one) ; total 149. 

Our Navy announced, almost with vicious glee, that during the period the bat- 
tleships Texas and New York became over-age, the former 12 March, the latter % 
April, Our totals do not include the “mosquito fleet” now building, first units of which 
are in commission, Also building are 8 battleships, 2 carriers, 48 light surface vessels, 
19 submarines. Britain has 9 battleships building, 7 carriers, 79 light surface vessels 
and 10 submarines, but “due to war conditions, information, especially as to new 
construction, is undoubtedly incomplete.” France has building 4 battleships, 2 car- 
riers, $5 light surface vessels and 25 submarines. Italy has under construction 3 bat- 
Ueships, 26 light surface vessels and 22 submarines, It should be noted that of her 
154 light surface vessels 4 are destroyers recently sold to Sweden. Germany has 3 
battleships, 2 carriers, 39 light surface vessels and 76 submarines under construction, 
but these figures are probably inaccurate,

The Low Countries’ Navies—Overshadowed by the horrible losses in the Army and 
among civilians was the naval loss occasioned the Netherlands by Germany's blit# 
krieg. The fragmentary reports so far available from Europe do not indicate that 
Holland lost any of its floating units—indeed, most of its not inconsiderable naval 
force is based in the Netherlands East Indies—but many vessels under construction 
in Holland have fallen with that nation into the hands of the invaders. Holland 
had two cruisers, four destroyers, nine submarines, seven gunboats and 232 torped0 
boats building. 

When Holland ordered her troops to lay down their arms she made it clear 
that she was not making peace and that her navy was not included in the surrender. 
A hard-hitting naval force has thus been added to the already preponderant naval 
strength of the Allies. Backbone of the Dutch fleet are the le Zeven 
Provincien and Kijkduin of 8,350 tons mounting ten 5.9-inch guns, the Tromp and 
Heemskerck of 3,350 tons mounting six 5.9-inch guns each, the De Ruyter of 6,40 
tons carrying seven 5.9-inch guns, and the Java and Sumatra of 6,670 tons mounting 
“ach ten 5.9-inch guns. All are plane-carrying vessels. 

Holland also has one coast defense ship, two gunnery training vessels (Cone prand 
new, the other 42 years old), 8 destroyers, 12 torpedo boats, 21 submarines, three old 
gunboats, three escort vessels, eight mine layers, mine sweepers, fishery patrol boats, 
survey vessels, supply and depot ships.

Pending publication of Field Manual 23-S0, 37-mm Gun, Tank, the personnel of 
Infantry tank units equipped with the new tanks mounting the 37-mm gun are 
authorized to fire as follows for the purpose of qualification and determination of 
additional compensation: The caliber .30 machine gun only will be fired, using the 
turret gun in the light tank and either of the forward sponson guns in the medium 
tak. The marksmanship course will be Course B or 4 as prescribed in Field Manual 
8-50, the selection of course to be fired to be determined by the local post commander. 


A Motor Torpedo Boat Squadron—Three orders to junior Navy officers issued last 
week paved the way towards establishment of the Navy's first torpedo boat squadron, 
Light of these boats, 50 feet and 71 feet in length and powered with two, three or 
four engines, are being delivered by various builders and are nearly ready for com 
missioning. Accordingly Lts. (jz) James I. Babb, Robert ©. Houston and Ellis B. 
Rittenhouse have been detached from duty in connection with motor torpedo boats 
in the Sth Naval District (Norfolk) to Motor Torpedo Boat Squadron One, 

As yet there is little information available on this squadron because plans are 
still in the making. It has not been announced who will command the unit, to what 
organization it will be attached—a naval district, the Athintic Squadron, the U.S. 
Fleet-—what size it will be and what units will compose it. In addition to the eight 
boats now coming off the ways, ten others practically of a single design are building 
atthe Elco Works of Electric Boat Company, Groton, Conn. It may be found desirable 
to put into one squadron boats of similar qualities so that performance may be 
uniform. 


President’sSons Preparing—Should the United States become involved in war, the 
sons of President Roosevelt will be found in uniform. In so doing they will follow 
the example of the sons of Presidents Theodore Roosevelt and Calvin Coolidge. 
(ientin Roosevelt was killed in action in France during the World War, and his body 
lies interred at the place where he fell. Major Kermit Roosevelt, another son, is now 
With the British Forces. He served with General Allenby’s troops in the Levantine 
campaign of 1918. Colonel Theodore Roosevelt was wounded in action in’ France, 
ind so was Captain Archibald Roosevelt. President Coolidge’s son, John, was given 
a Reserve commission by his father. 

That President Franklin 1). Roosevelt’s sons are preparing for service is evidenced 
by the study they are giving to Military and Naval affairs. Captain James Roosevelt 
has subscribed for the Army ANp Navy JourNAL in order to keep in close contact 
With Service affairs, At the time Captain Roosevelt was acting as Secretary to the 
President, he was granted a Commission as a Colonel in the Marine Corps Reserve. 
This high rank was desirable because the President was going to Buenos Aires to make 
‘State address to the Pan-American Conference in session in that city, and a low 
tink for his Aide was incompatible with the office his father was filling. After the 
Visit, Colonel Roosevelt, realizing that he was not qualified to discharge the duties 
required of a Colonel, voluntarily applied for demotion to the rank of Captain. He 
has been taking the correspondence course for a Marine oflicer of that rank, and 
has devoted other time to learning the principles of leadership. The three other sons 
of the President also are manifesting keen interest in military affairs, and will be 
ready to join the colors should the emergency require it. 

The examples given by the sons of Presidents ready to defend their country is 
highly gratifying to the Army and Navy. They see in it a leadership which will be 
followed with enthusiasm by the youth of the Nation. 


Naval Reserve Guide—The Navy Department has made available for Naval Re 
“ve officers of all components—Organized, Volunteer and Merchant Marine—a 
hamphlet of useful information. The publication is sold by the Government Printing 
“fice for 15 cents, but is supplied to all newly commissioned officers. Navy Regula 
“ons are the basis for the pamphlet, but there are also many other items of informa 
tion, such as details on government insurance, the Navy Mutual Aid Association and 
the like, 

_A number of minor changes in the Bureau of Navigation manual sections per 
laining to the Naval Reserve were published this week. 


Military Training For CCC—In view of the perilous situation of the country as 
“scribed by the President in his Message to Congress, a movement has been in 











augurated to induce him to authorize military training for the Civilian Conservation 
Corps. Most of the young men in the Corps numbering 250,000 anticipate they will be 
drafted in case of war, and they prefer military instruction now because of the 
superior rating it would give them when they pass into service. There have come to 
Washington applications for training from numerous enrollees, and for a time con- 
sideration was given to a proposal to approve them, But for political reasons, it was 
determined to be inadvisable. It was argued that the Corps had attained popularity 
because of its civilian character and the kind of work it is doing, and that to trans- 
form it into a military organization would be objectionable to pacifist organizations, 
Which would propagandize against it and destroy a movement that has been so bene- 
ficial to youth. To emphasize that the Military had nothing to do with the Corps, 
Reserve Officers on duty with it were relieved of this active military status. Those 
who continued with the corps did so in a civilian status. Yet the service of those 
Reserve Oflicers has been most advantageous to them and advantageous to the coun- 
try in the development of leaders that will be valuable in war time. Men now in the 
Corps, or who have served in it, appreciate the need of discipline, and the benefit of 
group living, and their physical condition has been greatly improved by clean bar- 
racks, good food, and healthful work. It is but a step to turn them into good soldiers, 
It is urged that it should be taken especially now when the country in a short time 
may need them for its defense, 


Navy Medical Corps—Capt. Richard A. Warner, MC, USN, this week was issued 
orders relieving him as medical oflicer in command of the Naval Hospital at Ports- 
mouth, Va., in July or August, and assigning him as medical officer in command of 
the Naval Dispensary at the Navy Department. Captain Warner will relieve Capt. 
Robert KK. Hoyt, MC, who was ordered last week to command of the Naval Hospital, 
Washington, D. C., relieving Capt. Edgar L. Woods. Captain Woods’ new orders were 
also issued this week. He will relieve Captain Warner at Portsmouth, thus complet- 
ing a three-fold change of duty, 

Capt. John T. Borden, MC, district medical officer for the 15th Naval District, 
Canal Zone, who on 2 June was ordered to the Philadelphia Naval Home, will go 
instead to Philadelphia Navy Yard, it was announced this week. 


Army Dental Corps—Announcement was made this week of the promotion of Brig. 
Gen. Leigh C. Fairbank to the grade of colonel with rank from 11 May. General Fair- 
bank was promoted to lieutenant colonel 11 May 1034, and on 29 Jan. 1938 was ap- 
pointed assistant to the Surgeon General in charge of the Dental Corps, with rank 
of brigadier general. General Fairbank has now advanced to permanent rank of 
colonel, 


Navy Line Changes—Comdr. Charles E. Rosendahl, executive officer of the cruiser 
Milwaukee and lighter-than-air expert, was detached 0 May for duty in the office 
of the Secretary of the Navy, where he will act as adviser to Mr, Edison on lighter- 
than-air ship policy. Commander Rosendahl will report about 27 May, and will co- 
ordinate the reports of the two boards which had investigated the feasibility of a new 
program of airship construction. Both reports favored continuance of the airship 
construction, One of these boards, the Durand board, composed of naval and civillan 
experts, reported in 1936, while the General Poard of the Navy Department this 
year also filed a report favoring continuance of airship construction, Commander 
Rosendahl was former commander of the Akron and a survivor of the Shenandoah 
when she crashed, Tle was commanding officer of the Lakehurst Naval Air Station 
until he reported to the Milwaukee in August 1938, 

Other orders issued this week affect the commanders of several vessels, Capt. 
Daniel Eh. Barbey, now in the Bureau of Navigation, will command the battleship 
New York, instead of the USS Texas as previously announced, Capt. Clarence M,. 
Hinkamp, who had been ordered to command of the New York will command the 
Texas instead, Ile was recently a member of the Naval Examining Board. He will 
relieve Capt, Robert Ro M. Emmett who will leave the Texas about 31 May to become 
chief of staff and aide to the commander of the Atlantic Squadron, relieving Comdr, 
Robert I. Kirkpatrick. Captain Emmett had previously been ordered to the Naval 
Examining Board.

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Seek Lessons of War 

\ilitary observers the world over, and 
particularly in the United States where 
, ggantie expansion program is being 
yanched, are watching avidly the prog- 
eg of the great battles now underway 
» Belgium. From it they hope to sift les- 
vps Which will lead them to the most ef- 
tetive weapons of modern warfare and 
. the latest word in tactics. 

Thus far, it appears that the successes 
shich have marked the German advances 
wre been due not to anything new, but 
» well trained troops to sound and faith- 
ful application of the age old principles 
fwarfare, and to the fact that condi- 
igns following the world war forced them 
» completely reequip their fighting men 
sith weapons of the latest design. That 
» of these latter weapons was the air- 
une, Which nations of greater opulence 
mated patronizingly rather than progres- 
sly, has redounded greatly to the bene- 
gof the Germanic forces. 

Just as the submarine was the poor 
qo’s weapon, so is the airplane, and 
jemany made the most of it. A thou- 
ad or more airplanes could be built 
f the price of one battleship, so Hitler, 
messed to make the most for his money, 
yid his faith largely in ships of the air. 
te Kaiser’s attempt to challenge En- 
gand’s sea power ship for ship, was 
funkly abandoned. Only enough surface 
wesels were constructed to give Germany 
we of the sea should she be able, by air 
pwer to challenge England’s supremacy. 

Utilize Air Power 

In building her air power, Germany 
aplored every angle. Her bombers pre- 
wred to destroy England’s key points. 
er fighters were trained to drive off in- 
wding planes, her observers to account 
fr the enemy's movements, her trans- 
wrts to move troops and supplies, and 
fra new practice in tactics—she devised 
the parachute troops to effect what 
mounts to a third dimensional flanking 
action. 
The Reich’s parachute corps is as near 
inew method of combat as has been dis- 
covered in the current warfare. Out- 
fanking always has been an able method 
of utilizing power to the utmost. In the 
marrow confines of Norway, and in the 
Netherlands and Belgium, where there 
has not always been room enough to send 
troops around the end, the idea of an 
aerial flanking action” has held great 
wssibilities. Aside from the element of 
position it gives, it affords the element 
of surprise. Troops appear where the 
memy least expects them. So it seem- 
ingly has been successful through sur- 
prise where a normal two-dimensional 
flanking action might have been defeat- 
«d. For this purpose Germany has devel- 
“ed a particular branch known as the 
Parachute Corps, which is really infantry 
a distinctive one piece uniform armed 
with rifles and machine guns and 
‘rained in parachute jumping. 

Strange to say, this thought is one with 
which our Air Corps experimented more 
thin ten years ago. At that time the 
Army Air Corps demonstrated, at Brooks 
field, the feasibility of dropping whole 
michine gun squads from airplanes. 
‘ince then practically nothing has been 
done with the idea in this country. Gen- 
trally the thought is expressed that the 
method offers nothing really valuable for

The use of parachute troops in Europe 
thus far has been marked by low altitude 
dropping, which may be facilitated by a 
new type of quick-opening ‘chute, by 
launching at night or at other times of 
low visibility, and by the use of men 
familiar with the terrain and the 
language. 

In actual strength of airships, it is es- 
timated that the Germans have available 
about 15,000 planes, while the combined 
British and French strength is probably 
below 10,000. Each of these totals inciude 
large numbers of obsolescent airplanes, 
for no nation can afford to junk old mod- 
els as long as they are servicable, but un- 
doubtedly the Germans have a higher per- 


centage of up-to-date models. The Allies | 


doubtless have now come into possession 
of some of the Dutch and Belgium planes. 
The Netherlands had about 375 planes, 
of which 175 were bombers based on their 
East Indian possessions, while Belgium 
boasted about 400 fighting craft. 
Production Rate High 


Hlowever, the German production rate 


is now about 3,000 a month and it is an- 
ticipated they will soon reach a produc- 
tion figure of 6,000 a month. Britain’s 
production rate is about 1,200 a month 


and France’s about 400 a month. As yet, 


the United States can figure on only about 
1,100 a month including our production 
for the Allies. 

If there is a new weapon, which most 
military observers say there is not, it is 
the mysterious weapon with which the 
Germans claim they reduced the Eben 
Emael fortress at Liege. Most generally 
thought of in this connection is the sup 
posedly nerve-gas, an alleged gas which 
paralyzes men for a period long enough 
for the invading forces to overcome them. 
It is understood, however, that the Ger- 
man surprise in this instance has been 
due to a modern development of the 
World War flame thrower, or “flammen- 


it. 

The “flammenwerfer” came into world 
notice first in July of 1915 when it was 
employed against the British 
Army at Hooge. Reputedly it was first. 
thought of by a German Reserve Officer 
during peace time maneuvers. The offi- 
cer, it is said, was a commander of a 
Munich fire brigade, and during the exer- 
cises employed a fire hose against attack- 
ers, Claiming in the critique that the hose 
has squirted a flaming liquid. From this 
thought research workers developed the 
flame thrower. During the World War it 
was employed in a portable form which 
was capable of emmiting a flame of from 
60 to 125 feet in length but for a continu 
ous duration of only 30 seconds. The 
liquid used by the Germans was a mix 
ture of heavy petroleum distillates or 
heavy wood-tar and coal tar fractions 
with methanol, acetone, or ether, while 
the Allies generally used water-gas tar 
mixed with benzene heads or crude ben 
ZeNeC,

New Flame Thrower 

It is said that the Germans have now 
developed a “flammenwerfer” capable of 
longer flames, longer duration, and great- 
er portability. It can be used from low 
flving airplanes, it is said, with devastat- 
ing effect to men and morale. Another 
model is alleged to have a two way nozzle 
enabling an attacking operator to leap 
into an enemy trench and belch a flame 
in both directions. Further, it is held that 
it can be projected into the air vents of 
such fortifications as the Maginot line 
and disrupt its defense. 

While such a weapon doubtless has ter- 
rifying effects on personnel, it is likely 
that once the surprise element has been 
employed its use as a regular weapon will 
become restricted just as it was in the 
world war when defenders learned that 
if they held their ground and kept up 
their fire such opponents could be stopped 
before they could inflict much damage. 
As a defense weapon it had great value 
in that attackers would not come to it. 

Great play was made in the press over 
the battle of tanks which took place north 
of Liege, in the vicinity of Tongres, 
Waremme and Saint Trond. A_ victory 
for the French tanks was claimed. But 
the interest lay in the problem involved 
in the use of tanks against tanks. Many 
of our observers believe that the reported 
engagement of tank against tank was a 
“chance meeting” and was not predeter- 
mined by the belligerennts. However, 
there is a strong school that believes the 
tank is the logical weapon with which to 
oppose tanks. The anti-tank gun, it 
pointed out, is a deadly weapon but it has 
limited mobility, while the tank carries a 
37 mm gun which can be used effectively 
against other tanks. Protagonists of the 
anti-tank gun say that many such wea- 
pons can be purchased for the price of 
one tank,

URTHER separations of key officers 
from the 33rd Division, Illinois Na 
tional Guard, have followed in the wake 


of the retirement of Maj. Gen. Roy D. 
Keehn, Division Commander. General 
Keehn submitted his resignation on 30 


April following a firm stand on his part 
against the injection of politics into the 
National Guard. 

Next to quit was Brig. Gen. Thomas 8S. 
Hammond, commander of the 66th Infan 
try Brigade, senior brigadier general, 
who was passed over by Governor Horner 
when the latter selected Brig. Gen. Sam 
vel T. Lawton, commander of the 5sSth 
Field Artillery Brigade, to sueceed Gen 
eral Keehn as Division Commander. 

General Ilammond stated that he could 
not afford the time for his National 
Guard affairs in view of his new position 
as chairman of the Illinois division of 
the Republican national finance commit 
tee. In announcing General Tlammond’s 
action, Adjutant General Lawrence V, 
Regan stated that Col, Albert L. Culbert 
son Would become commander of the 66th 
Brigade and that Lt. Col. Robert W. Davis 
would become colonel to succeed Culbert 
son. 

Next, Col. Harold A. Moore, commander 
of the 10Sth quartermaster regiment, an- 
nounced his withdrawal from National 
Guard affairs because of the press of busi 
ness duties. He will be sneceeded hy Col. 
tichard Smykal 

General Keehn announced that Col. 
Weymouth Kirkland, Division Judge Ad 
vocate, Was dropping from the organiza 
tion, but no explanation of his action was 
given. In making the announcement Gen 
eral Keehn stated: 

“Col. Wirkland did not pretend to study 
tactics or make himself proficient in the 
many duties of the soldier not peculiar to 
his branch. He came into the service at 
the solicitation the division com 
mander in 1927, and with the solicitation 
that during the reorganization of the 
guard the best legal service obtainable in 
the state was needed.

While these maneuvers are 
dependent upon funds’ being included jy 
the Appropriation bill, there is littl 
doubt but that these monies will be forth 
coming when the measure is finally ep. 
acted. 

“The National Guard,” the official ap. 
nouncement states, “constitutes about 
609, of our Initial Protective Force, ang 
it is considered important that it be givey 
additional training at as early a date as 
practicable. The Guard had an extra 
week of battalion and regimental fielq 
training last fall, and this summer the 
new type divisions of the Regular Army 
will be ready, after the present. large. 
scale maneuvers in the Southeast, to 
carry the latest conceptions of divisional 
tactics and logistics to the troops of the 
National Guard,” 

The Regular Army units now in the 
Southeast will return to home stations 
late this month and will then engage jp 
the training of civilian components. 
ROTC, CMTC, and Organized Reserves, 
Following this, in August it is planned to 
hold the large maneuvers, with the Regu 
Jar Army and National Guard units joint- 
ly employed, together with a large num- 
her of Reserve officers. In all, approxi- 
mately 310,000 officers and enlisted mep 
will be involved. 

It is planned that the First Army, Lt. 
Gen. Hugh A, Drum commanding, will be 
concentrated in northern New York be- 
tween Plattsburg and Watertown, the 
main maneuver taking place in the Os- 
wegatchie Raquette and St. Rig- 
is River area. 

The maneuvers in the area of the First 
Army will include the 26th, 27th, 28th, 
20th, 43rd and 44th National Guard divi- 
sions and the Ist Regular Army Division, 
together with certain and army 
troops from both the Regular Army and 
National Guard. The total forces engaged 
will approximate 100,000 officers and men. 

The Second Army is commanded by Lt. 
Gen. Stanley H. Ford. As previously an 
nounced, the maneuvers in the area of 
the Second Army will be held in one main 
concentration area in the vicinity of 
Sparta, Wise., from 11 to 31 Aug. 140. 
They will embrace the Regular Army and 
National Guard units and Reserve officers 
of the Fifth and Sixth Corps Areas, in 
cluding, generally, the 5th Division and 
the 7th Cavalry Brigade, Mechanized, of 
the Regular Army, and the 32nd, 38rd, 
S7th and 88th National Guard Divisions, 
together with other smaller mobile units, 
comprising a total in round numbers of 
65,000 men. 

The units in the area of the Third 
Army, commanded by Lt. Gen. Stanley D 
Embick, and consisting of Regular Army 
and National Guard troops and Reserve 
officers in the Fourth and Eighth Corps 
Areas are to be concentrated in the Sabine 
River—Alexandria, Louisiana, area. 

Major units participating in the ma 
neuvers in the area of the Third Arm) 
include the Ist Cavalry Division, the 2nd 
Infantry Division of the Regular Arm 
and the 30th, the 31st, and 36th and the 
45th Infantry and the 23 Cavalry Division 
of the National Guard. Total forces et 
gaged will approximate 65,000 officers and 
men. 

The Fourth Army is commanded by It 
Gen, John L, DeWitt. Preliminary plans 
for the maneuvers in the area of this 
Army involve approximately 80,000 off 
cers and men of the Regular Army, \* 
tional Guard, and Officers’ Reserve Corps 
from the Seventh and Ninth Corps Areas 

Mobile troops of the Ninth Corps Area 
will be concentrated in the Ft. Lew 
Wash., area and those of the Seventh 
Corps Area in the Camp Ripley, Mint 
area. Major units participating will 
the 3rd and Gth Divisions from the Regt 
lar Army and the 34th, 35th, 40th, and 
41st Divisions of the National Guard, 
gether with Corps, Army, and General 
Headquarters units stationed in the area.

the selective system which has been adopted, 
or if it is not a variation of the scheme which 
has been in force for several years in the 
Marine Corps. I recall that, as a Member 
of this body, I heard the former Senator from 
Alabama, now Mr. Justice Black of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, prove con- 
cusively that a colonel with a very fine com- 
pat record in the Marine Corps had been 
denied promotion, by reason of the selective 
aystem, because of the fact that he had hap 
pened to be late for dinner one night at 
general Russell’s house, and General Russell, 
the hero of Russell Run, as General Smed 
ey Butler called it, held up his promotion 
pecause Mrs. Russell resented the fact that 
this colonel had been late for dinner at her 
house one night. 

‘Mr. President, it seems to me, in view 
of the fact that the matter of selection is 
wlely within the control of the Executive and 
not a matter of law at all—for the President 
of the United States can promote anyone he 
pleases, and can appoint anyone he pleases, 
mybody, a civilian or anyone else, a briga 
ier general in the Regular Army if he wishes 
to—that what we are doing by this bill is 
making a selective system under which colo 
vls who do not have the proper pull at the 
War Department may well be passed over, 
and arbitrarily retired at a certain age, no 
matter how fit they may be for service, no 
matter how competent they may have been 
in their profession, no matter how gallant 
their war record may have been. 

“Mr. President, it seems to me that in this 
bill we are again setting up the system of 
selection by which a clique at general head 
quarters, as there was in the A. E. F. or in 
the War Department, and as it may be here 
now, may punish officers they do not like 
and reward others for favors given.” 

Mr. Clark of Missouri, “I think the pur 
pose Of the measure is to ease out certain 
officers.” 

Mr. Connally. “Of course, that is the pur 
pose Of the measure, because they are really 
the ‘hump.’ There has been a hump in the 
Army ever since I have been in the Congress. 
Sometimes it is one kind of a hump and 
wmetimes it is another kind. This hump 
wems to be due to the influx of officers dur 
ing the World War. Of course, all those 
officers who stayed in the Army cannot be 
promoted, and they are a ‘hump’ and hold 
hack the officers who are under them; and 
in order for those officers to be promoted, the 
World War officers have to be taken out of 
the way.” 

Mr. Johnson of Colorado. “That is correct. 
And we are creating another hump, because 
we have authorized the Army to be expanded 
by 4,000 officers. That is going to make an 
other hump. So we creating a second 
hump.” 

Mr. Connally. “Mr. President, I thank the 
Senator. Tum not committed to the theory 
thitan Army officer, simply because he is 60 
years of age, is of no account and ought to

oficers who would be glad to be retired at 
three-quarters of their pay. This is simply 
an Army bill, for the benefit of officers now 
inthe Army who want to run it. 

“Let me ask the Senator one other question, 
md then I shall not continue further. We 
passed on the 3ist of July 1935 a promotion 
bill,”” 

Mr. Johnson of Colorado. “That is correct.” 

Mr. Connally. “That represented the views 
ofthe Army at that time, did it not? 

R. Johnson of Colorado. “It certainly 
did.” 

Mr. Connally. “Why should they come here 
‘few years later and ask for another pro 
motion bill? 

“Of course the most important thing was 
- promote some officers. That was in 1985 
The act represented the views of the War 
Department at that time. Now they come 
dong in 1940 and want a wholly new mea

Mr Johnson of Colorado, “And last year 
the Army prepared a bill under which they 
Wanted to retire all captains at 50 years of

“With the rank and pay of a colonel, though 
he has never been a colonel, 

“What is that done for? That is done to 
induce him to get out, if he will, by offering 
him increased retirement pay. Is that not 
true?” 

Mr. Johnson of Colorado, “That is a sugar 
coating to appease him.” 

Mr. Hill. “First, I wish to say a word or 
two in reply to what the Senator from Texas 
has said about the Promotion Act of 1935. 
When that act was passed in 1935 it was then 
known, and it was so stated and declared, 
that that act only took care of the needs for 
promotions in the Army at that time, and 
that at a later date anoher step would have 
to be taken such as is proposed in the bill 
now before the Senate. 

“The Sennator has referred to the so-called 
World War group. One of the main purposes 
of the bill is to give a fair chance for promo- 
tion to that very group. If there is any one 
group for whose benefit the bill is intended, 
it is the World War group, because unless 
the bill shall be enacted, some of the officers 
down the line in the World War ‘hump’ will 
never even have a chance to be colonels. Oth 
ers of them will be 62 years old when they 
become colonels, and they will have no chance 
for further promotion in the Army.” 

Mr. Johnson of Colorado. “What I am ob 
jecting to is consulting the birthday book in 
the retirement of Army officers. It is con 
ceded by everyone who has studied the ques 
tion that there is great need today for Army 
officers of all ranks—colonels, lieutenant col 
onels, and on down the line, 

“So T asked the War Department this ques- 
tion: 

“Why retire alert and able-bodied officers 
if the Army is short of officers?’ 

“This is the reply which I received: 

“"The question has arisen as to why the 
War Department advocates the retirement of 
officers at age 60 and yet is continually stress 
ing its need of additional officers and is now 
bringing retired officers to active duty. Con 
gress has authorized a commissioned strength 
of 16,719 officers, an increase of nearly 4,000 
officers. This increase is being made in 10 
annual increments in order to avoid the erea 
tion of another hump in the promotion list 
The authorization was made in 1939, and only 
1 increment has come in. However, the aug 
mentation of the Army to 227,000 enlisted men 
has placed a heavy burden on the Regular 
Army officers, and at the present time there 
is actual need for all ef the 16,719 Regular 
officers.’ : 

“That is exactly what IT have been saying 
There is need for them. Then, why retire 
them when they are physically able? As I 
previously said, the Army has the right to 
retire a man if there is anything wrong with 
him physieally. If he is not cooperative, if 
he does not get along well, if he is not effi 
cient, or if there is something wrong with 
him mentally, he mav be kicked out, retired, 
or put in class B. However, there is a pres 
ent need for Army officers; and yet the Army 
wants to retire men who are in good physical 
condition, merely because they have reached 
the age of 60. It does not make good sense 
T think we could rest the whole case on this 
one statement of the Army. The War De 
partment wrote that statement. Tt Is an off 
celal document coming from the War Depart 
ment, and it is a truthful document. T do 
not think we need to discuss the matter fur 


ther. T think we could accept that statement 
as the final word. The Army needs officers 
Why retire them at 60 if the Army needs 
them? 


“Army officers are pretty well paid at the 
present time. A second Heutenant entering 
the Army gets $125 a month and $58 a month 
allowances, making a total of $183 a month 
That is his pay. Then, when he serves 3 years 
as a second lieutenant, automatically he he 
comes a first lieutenant, and in that grade his 
salary begins at $175 a month and he gets al 
lowances of $66 a month making a total salary 
of $271 a month. 

“After a few more years, he automatically 
hecomes a captain, and his salary In that 
grade begins at $220 a month and he gets al 
lowances of $116.2 month, which makes a total 
salary of $336 a month. If he remains a cap 
tain sufficiently long, he may reach under ex 
isting law, a maximum of $529 a month as 
a captain. Two months of his salary, we will 
say, is equal to the salary of a third of the 
people of this country for 12 months; In other 
words, a cantain receives In 2 months what a 
third of the population averages for 12 
months 

“An enlisted man in the Army receives only 
$21 a month. If we were going to do some 
thing about their salaries, there might he a 
very good argument presented and the tax 
paver might feel that he has somewhat of an 
obligation, because, with a salary for the en 
listed man of $21 a month, he has to serve 
many years before he is entitled ta receive 
$20 a month. Rut a promotion-list officer gets 
an very fine salary. 

“Then, when a captain is promoted to 
major, his salary in that grade begins at $174 
a month, and a major, if he remains a major 
sufficiently long, may reach a maximum of 
$600 a month. 

“A lieutenant colonel begins at $535.17 a 
month and his salary may reach a maximum 











of $600 a month. 

“A colonel receives $600 in pay and allow- 
ances. That is the limit which is placed 
upon it. He cannot receive more than that. 

“So it will be seen that the Army officers 
are pretty well taken care of. They have an 
incentive. 

“It is true that officers like increase in rank, 
and it is true that the best men of any ser- 
vice are men who have ambition, but Army 
officers have a fine career before them. They 
know that if they are retired for physical dis- 
ability, or for any other cause, they will re- 
tire with good pay, and they know that, 
after they have completed their service to 
their Government, they are entitled to retire 
on good pay. Th body of the people of this 
country do not have such assurance. The 
Members of the Senate and the other House 
have no such assurance as that. Army offi- 
cers have an assurance; they have a security; 
they have a good salary, a good wage, far 
above that of their fellows outside the Army, 
and when they reach the age of retirement 
they are well cared for. 

“This bill is not In the interest of the tax- 
payers. It is against the interest of taxpay 
ers, because under the provisions of the bill 
the taxpayers will be forced to carry a very 
heavy and much increased burden. A con- 
servative estimate of the cost to the Treasury 
of educating and training a colonel is $100, 
000; that is a conservative estimate of the cost 
to the Federal Treasury of educating and 
training a colonel in the United States Army. 
It costs $40,000 to graduate him from the Mili 
tary Academy at West Point; and when he 
gets out of West Point he is merely in the 
beginning of his educational process in the 
Army. He is compelled to go to and through 
school from that time until he is retired from 
the Army. All that costs the taxpayers 
money. It is money well spent; Tam not com 
plaining about that. A West Point graduate, 
however, enters the Army at the average age 
of 24 years; he serves 40 years in the Army 
and he is retired on good pay. If he has 40 
years of service and it costs $100,000 to pro 
vide for him a 40-year service, if the length 
of that service is reduced in a mandatory 
manner such as is provided in this bill, 10 per 
cent of the service which he could render is 
eut off. Not only that, but if 10 per cent of 
the length of his service is cut off the tax 
payers, the Treasury of the United States 
loses 10 per cent of the cost of his education, 
which amounts to $10,000 for each of them, 

“There is an authorized number of 16,719 
officers of the Army, and if the Treasury loses 
$10,000 on each of them because of their early 
retirement, because 4 years of their service 
is taken away, the Treasury loses a total of 
$160,000,000 by the transaction during the life 
span of the 16,000 officers. Reduced to an an 
nual basis, by dividing the $160,000,000 by 40, 
which is the number of years of service, we 
have an annual expense of $3,600,000. That is 
the cost under this bill. When 4 years are 
eut from the service of Army officers under 
this bill it costs the Treasury $3,600,000 a 
year every year from now on.” 

Mr. Truman, “Is the Senator 
the efficiency of the Army as much as he is in 
taking care of superannuated colonels who are 
not fit to command in the field?” 

Mr. Johnson of Colorado, “I object to the 
word ‘superannuated,.’ They have to be phys 
ically fit; they have to pass examinations; 
they are not that kind of men at all. 

“Secretary Woodring, in the figures the Sen 
ator has in mind, estimates that the pay in 
erease incurred by the passage of this bill 
will amount to $200,177 next year. That is 
what his figures show. 

“Two hundred and ninety thousand 
hundred and seventy-seven dollars represents 
the increase next year, which is before the 
retirement features go Into effect, for the re 
tirement features do not go into effect until 
1942. So, next year, according to the Secre 
tary of War, it will cost the Federal Treasury 
$290,000 because of the inerease in pay of the 
captains who are to be made majors, and the 
majors who are to be made lieutenant col 
onels; and in 1944 Secretary Woodring states 
that the cost to the Treasury will be $412,128. 
That is what the Secretary of War says will 
be the cost of this bill to the taxpayers, Then 
the Secretary speculates as to what will hap 
pen in 1945, and states that in that year the 
bill will save the taxpayers $1,420,501, 

“T challenge that statement; I challenge 
those figures. 

“In the year 1942, 446 colonels and 3 briga 
dier generals will be retired under this 0) 
year provision, making a total of 449. Each 
one of these officers will receive $4,500 an 
nually for his retired pay. Multiply $4.500 by 
449, and the sum total is $2,020,500. That Is 
what it will cost. I will show the error in the 
calculations when it is said that the taxpay 
ers are being protected and are saving money 
As an example, we have Colonel A, who is 
receiving $600 a month. It is decided to re 
tire him, and he is paid $375 a month retired 
pay. Senators can figure the difference be 
tween $375 and $600 a month, and they may 


interested in

say, ‘Well, we are making a saving’; but 
are we? 
“The trouble with the argument is that 


when Colonel A is retired, Colonel B is put 
in his place, and Colonel B receives $000; so 
the total expense upon the Treasury becomes 





$600 plus $375, or $7,200 a year plus $4,500 a 
year, because we have a retired officer on the 
pay roll, and we have an active officer on the 
pay roll. That is why the costs mount to the 
high figures which I have mentioned. The 
expense of this bill upon the Treasury in the 
year 142, instead of being the meager amount, 
$260,048, mentioned by the Secretary of War 

and I presume he bases those figures upon 
the presumed promotions which are provided 
for by the bill-—it will be $260,048 plus §$2,- 
020,500, because it Is necessary to figure In 
the cost to the Treasury the salaries of 
the retired officers as well as the salaries of 
the active officers.” 

Mr. Minton. “The Senator says that when 
a colonel is retired he receives $375 a month, 
and another officer is promoted and given $600 
a month, Therefore, the Senator says, the 
total cost to the Government is $975." 

Mr. Johnson of Colorado, “That is true.” 

Mr. Minton. “But the officer who is pro 
moted is already figured in at something; is 
he not?” 

Mr. Johnson of Colorado. “But somebody 
tak his place at something, too; does he 
not? 

Mr. Minton, “Yes; but somewhere along 
the line the payment diminishes, and there is 
not a total charge to the Government of $975." 

Mr. Johnson of Colorado. “Of course there 
is. It is like a row of blocks. When one of 
them is pushed over, it affects all of the 
blocks clear down the line. The trouble with 
the Senator's caleulations is that he does not 
realize that the provisions of this bill do not 
reduce the number of Army officers even by 
one.” 

Mr. Minton, “But the point IT am making is 
that the initial stage does not cost the Gov 
ernment $975." 

Mr. Johnson 
not?” 

Mr. Minton. “Beeause the officer who is 
promoted is already on the Government pay 
roll at a certain figure.” 

Mr. Johnson of Colorado. “Yes; and some 
one takes his place at a certain figure.” 

Mr. Minton. “Somewhere along the 
however, the expense diminishes.” 

Mr. Johnson of Colorado. “All the officers 
in the Army are paid. The place of the offi 
cer who is retired is taken by a colonel who 
receives $600 a month; the place of the col 
onel who receives $600 a month is taken by an 
officer who receives perhaps $500 a month: 
and the officer who receives $500 a month is 
replaced by some other officer at another fig 
ure, The same number of active officers con 
tinue in the Army and, in addition to the 
active officers in the Army, there are the re 
tired officers. That is where the miscaleula 
tion Is made in the mind of the Senator.” 

Mr. Minton, “Let me ask the Senator a fur 
ther question. Has he figured at all on the 
longevity pay?” 

Mr. Johnson of Colorado. “Yes. The long 
evity pay, of course, does decrease. I want 
to go into that subject now in considerable 
detail, 

“Let us take the year 1945, for Instance 
According to the tables submitted by Gen 
eral Shedd, due to the mandatory provisions 
of this bill 753 officers will be retired by 
145. Those are the Department's own fig 
ures, They say that because of the manda 
tory provisions of this bill 753 officers will 
retire, Kach of them will receive retirement 
pay of .500, or a total of $3,588,500; and 
that does not include the brigadier generals, 
and there probably will be about 10 of them, 

“The tables in the report pass up the briga 
dier generals, because the Department said 
they did not know how many might be pro 
moted to lieutenant generals, so they could 
not give the exact number of brigadier gen 
erals who would be retired in 145 under the 
provisions of this bill; but an estimate-—and 
I will say that it is only an estimate, it is only 
a guess-—-is that about 10 brigadier generals 
will be retired under the bill by 1045, and 
those generals will bring up the total $45,000 
more, because they will have their retirement 
pay 

“In the year 145, under this bill, there can 
be no savings whatever In the salaries of the 
grades of first and second Heutenant and col 
onel, IT do not think anybody will contend 
that there will be any change in the grades of 
first and second lieutenant, because the law is 
not changed in regard to them: and there can 
not be any change in the salaries of the col 
onels, because the number of colonels is fixed, 
nnd their salaries are fixed; so we eliminate 
them. Then by 145 the cost of the grades of 
lieutenant colonel and major will be higher 
than at the present time, because of the whole 
which are provided for by 
the pending bill There is no limit to the 
number of majors and no limit to the num 
ber of lieutenant colonels provided for by the 
bill. The whole Army may consist of them, 
if there are that many officers who are en 
titled to that rank; and because of the opera 
tions of the bill there will be no decrease in 
those two grades, Heutenant colonel and 
major. All the savings that are listed for the 
year 1415 must be made in the grade of cap 
tain. I admit that on account of the length 
of service referred to by the Senator from 
Indiana there will be a reduction In the pay 
roll of the captains, but it will be necessary

to add to that the 753 officers who will have 
been retired on $4,500 each. So, as a matter 
of fact, instead of having a saving of more 
than $1,000,000, as the Secretary of War in- 
dicates, there will be an increase of expense.” 

Mr. Chandler. “Since the question of costs 
and savings has arisen, I know that the dis 
tinguished Senator from Colorado will not 
object to a statement which the Secretary of 
Wur sent to the Committee on Military Af- 
fairs, and, for the purpose of making It avail- 
able to other Members of the Senate who are 
not on the Committee on Military Affairs, I 
ask unanimous consent to have appended to 
the remarks I am presently making the state- 
ment of the costs estimated by the Secretary 
of War for 1941, 1942, 1943, and 1944, and then 
the savings. 

“According to the Secretary of War, under 
the proposed law, for active and retired offi- 
cers, as compared to the present system, the 
maximum cost, which should be reached in 
1944, would be $412,128, Then, from 1945 to 
1956, the Secretary of War rye yoy a ne

Mtl, of from $1,420,501 in 1945, to $4,208,608 
in 1956." 

Mr. Johnson of Colorado, “T am very glad 
to have the figures go into the Record, but I 
repeat what I have alrendy said, that T chal 
lenge their accuracy, for the reasons which I 
have already given, and from the analysis 
which I have already made of the pay roll of 
the provisional list of officers of the Army. 

“Mr. President, the other group for whom I 
wish to speak today are the promotion-list 
officers themselves, who were not called be- 
fore any committee of the Congress, and who 
have not had any voice in the matter, 

“This bill would do one peculiar thing, I 
might say to the junior Senator from Ken- 
tucky, who has interested himself in it. The 
promotion-list officers claim that whatever 
savings are listed as savings by the Secre- 
tary of War would be taken right out of their 
pockets. That Is where the savings would 
come from, and they are objecting to the 
enactment of the bill. They were not heard, 
as I have said, before the Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs of the Senate, and they were not 
heard by the Committee on Military Affairs 
of the House of Representatives. They have 
not been heard at all, prior to this time, by 
anyone, but they would be adversely affected 
by the enactment of the bill, and they are 
opposed to its enactment. 

“It will be reealled that the bill was 
reached on the Unanimous-Consent Calendar 
a few days ago, and I objected and asked that 
it go over. The distinguished senior Senator 
from Texas (Mr. Sheppard), the chairman of 
the Committee on Military Affairs, pleaded 
with me to let the bill be passed by unani- 
mous consent, and T told him T would not do 
that, that I wanted to discuss it at some 
length, and that there would not be an op- 
portunity that day; so the bill went. over, Fol- 
lowing that, the news of what had happened 
got out in some way or other, and I have been 
deluged by hundreds of letters from all over 
the country, many of them from the State of 
Kentucky, and communications from all the 
other States, signed by these officers who 
would lose part of their pay by the enact- 
ment of the bill. The strange thing about it 
is that none of them has given me permis- 
sion to use his name. They do not dare to.” 

Mr. Clark of Missouri. “Does the Senator 
recall the fact. that a few years ago Gen, Wil- 
liam Mitchell advanced the theory that the 
development of the airplane had made battle- 
ships more or less obsolete, and, against the 
wishes of his superiors, appeared before sev- 
eral congressional committees and advanced 
that theory, and offered to prove it? 

“The Navy Department took after him, the 
‘brass hats’ in the Navy had him court-mar- 
tialed and drummed him out of the Army 
more or less In disgrace, drove him to his 
death, as a matter of fact, and it has remained 
until the present war to prove that General 
Mitchell was absolutely right and that his su- 
periors, who were trying to cooperate with 
the Navy Department, were absolutely 
wrong.” 

Mr. Johnson of Colorado. “What the Sena- 
tor has said Is very true; and the officers who 
have written me know that they do not dare 
appear before any committee of Congress and 
testify. 

“Now, to get to the excerpts from these let- 
ters—and I shall not disclose whence the let- 
ters came or by whom they were signed, The 
first writer from whose letter I shall read 
says: 

“Hundreds of Army officers nearing the 
age of 60 are extremely grateful to you for 
your splendid fight to retain experienced of- 
ficers in the Army until they reach the pres- 
ent statutory age of 64. With the world in 
chaos, surely this is a poor time to institute 
a purge directed against able-bodied and ef- 
ficient officers who served with credit to them- 
selves and to their country in actual combat. 
In view of the developments of the past few 
days, it is obvious that we need every ex- 
perienced officer we have. 

“It is noted that these officers will not be 
forced out until 1942, Then why the hurry to 
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enact this legislation?’ 

“IT may say at this point that I have never 
seen a bill ‘blitzkrieged’ through the Con- 
gress as has been this bill. Why the hurry, 
this officer asks. This bill has been rushed 
through the Congress as has no other bill 
within my memory. Secretary Hull often 
complains about the sugar lobby, but I have 
never seen a lobby in my life so effective or so 
busy as the lobby from the War Department 
has been on behalf of this measure, anxious 
to get it through, wanting it to go through 
by unanimous consent—any way to get it 
through and to get it through quickly. This 
officer continues: 

“‘'In 2 years we will have a new Secretary 
of War, possibly a new President, and a new 
Chief of Staff. Perhaps their views as to the 
desirability of ousting the older officers will 
be different from those of the present regime. 
Furthermore, in 2 years the present world 
conflict either will be over or will be all the 
more furious. Perhaps we may be involved, 
Under existing circumstances the desirabil- 
ity of postponing consideration of the purge 
feature of the proposed promotion legisla- 
tion seems readily apparent. It is quite prob- 
able that Mr. Sheppard will concur in this 
view. Perhaps you would be willing to find 
time to discuss this feature with him before 
the bill is finally disposed of in the Senate.’ 

“T have here another letter, and there is 
written in red ink across it ‘Confidential and 
very personal.’ This officer says: 

“*T address you under what I believe to be 
my constitutional right to petition the Con- 
gress for a redress of grievances. This Is my 
first offense, and I have qualms that perhaps 
I am not completely loyal to my Commander 
in Chief, Mr. Roosevelt, or his selected Chief 
of Staff, General Marshall.’ 

“Mr. President, I admire this Army officer, 
who is a little worried about coming before 
Congress with his grievances, thinking that 
perhaps he is not quite loyal. That is the 
kind of discipline there is in the Army, and 
that is the kind of discipline it takes to make 
an army. I honor this man for feeling that 
way about taking the matter up with Con- 
gress. As a matter of fact, Army officers are 
the worst-informed men in regard to politi- 
cal matters there are in the whole country. 
The letter proceeds: 

“‘T have just learned about the so-called 
promotion bill. It is a very grave injustice 
to the senior colonels of the Army, a rank 
where experience and true loyalty are price 
less. © © © 

“‘T urge you to fight for right and justice. 
Insist upon a fair hearing in open committee. 
The country needs its best in this hour of 
world crises, It is no time for a purge of tried 
and experienced officers. If it is really be- 
lieved that a man is valueless at 60, then make 
the rule apply to all, from the Chief of Staff 
down. A general is no more virile at 64 than 
is a colonel. What is sauce for the goose is 
sauce for the gander. A general, having been 
selected by some quirk of Nature comes to be- 
lieve that he is God’s annointed and that he 
is better than those he has scrambled over. 
He supports thereafter, in most cases, the ef- 
forts of the younger men to arrive at prefer- 
ment ahead of their time.’ 

“Mr. President, that is one of the objects 
of the bill. 

“*It is human nature at its worst. Sen- 
lority and elimination of the real unfit are the 
only truly just methods of promotion, 

“*Promotion is the only reward one in the 
Army can hope for. Remove that incentive 
and you have ruined morale, the lifeblood of 
any honorable body of men, Our surcease for 
all hardships and disappointments is the hope 
of promotion when our time comes round, Do 
not let the deserving colonels be sacrified for 
a cheap promotion scheme, sugar-coated to 
aid national defense.’ 

“He calls it a ‘cheap scheme.’ I do not 
think it is, and I do not think the taxpayers 
will call it a ‘cheap scheme.’ He did not mean 
it was cheap in a monetary sense. 

“There are plenty of jobs for all trained 
officers these days.’ 

“Mr. President, no truer words were spoken 
than those. Everywhere in this country there 
is a crying need for all the officers that can 
be obtained. There is a great shortage of 
them. Yet there is talk about retiring them. 

“This officer goes on to say: 

“*The bill passed the House with 40 voters 
on the floor. Let the Senate be truly delibera- 
tive of the safeguard of our rights and priv- 
lleges. Establish the facts. The President has 
the power now under our laws to purge the 
Army of all deadwood: 

“1, By retiring anyone he sees fit at the 
age of 62 years, 

“2. By retiring all physically unable to do 
their full duty by means of Army retiring 
boards. 

“3, By retiring all mentally and morally 
unable to do their whole duty by means of 
class B boards. 

“‘Tt is grossly unfair to retire able officers 
before their time. Their services are required 
under present world conditions. 

“‘The President himself has very recently 
vetoed a “purge” bill for the Navy on the 
grounds that the services of these experienced 
officers are needed at this time.’ 


“Another Army officer who wrote to the | 





editor of the Army and Navy Journal signs 
himself a major in the Infantry. The letter 
is dated the 16th of April 1940. He cut out 
of the paper the statement he made, which is 
rather a long one, and mailed it to me as be 
ing his position. He says: 

“ ‘Officers of the United States Army have 
entered the service through the years from 
civil life as well as from West Point with the 
firm belief that if they retained their health, 
were average or better in their work, and did 
nothing to bring discredit upon themselves or 
the Army, they would not be retired until 
they reached the age of 64, as has been writ- 
ten into the law of the country.’ 

“Mr. President, the fundamental laws of 
many of the States and of the United States 
contain the provision that the salaries of cer- 
tain officials cannot be reduced while they 
hold office. These officers entered the Army 
when they were 24 years of age. They expect- 
ed to be able to serve 40 years if they re 
mained in good health physically and men- 
tally, and now it is attempted, while they are 
occupying their office, to cut off 4 years of 
their service without consulting them = or 
without their permission., That is not right 
and does not conform to the policy which has 
been wisely adopted by many States and by 
the United States with respect to some civil 
officers. 

“T continue to read from the letter: 

“*Any forced premature retirement on the 
part of the Government of officers who have 
complied with the aforementioned requisites 
is plainly a breach of contract, and to satisfy 
those affected there should be an ample and 
just reward for the harm done. 

“*There is some compensation in the way 
of increased rank offered in this instance, but 
it attracts only the vanity of human selfish- 
ness and brings but little in the way of bread 
and butter in the many years to come.’ 


“T have a letter from a friend, a very emi- 
nent attorney living in the city of Denver, 
Colo., who is not in the Army. He has no ob- 
jection whatever to having his letter placed 
in the Record over his signature. Accompany- 
ing his letter is a statement relative to the 
Judge Advocate General's office. Without 
troubling to read his letter, T ask unanimous 
consent that the letter and the accompany- 
ing statement may be printed in the Record 
at this point in connection with my _ re- 
marks.” Excerpts from the letter follow: 

“Denver, Colo., May 8, 1940, 
“Senator Ed C, Johnson, 

“ ‘Senate Office Building, Washington, D. C. 

“‘My Dear Senator: As chairman of the offi 
cers’ mess in Denver, I first want to con- 
gratulate you upon the interest you are tak- 
ing in military affairs as a member of the 
Military Affairs Committee. I understand that 
you are offering some very fine amendments 
to the War Department promotion-retirement 
bill, among which is the one where you pro- 
pose not to wholly retire a man at 60 years 
but simply to take him off of line duty, which 
is obviously correct. Now, what I am par 
ticularly writing you about is that I under- 
stand an amendment is to be proposed on the 
floor of the Senate when this bill is being 
considered, whereby the members of the 
Judge Advocate General’s Department are to 
be placed in the same category as to promo- 
tion as are the officers of the medical depart- 
ment, which means that they will not be re 
tired until they are 64 years of age, instead of 
60 years. This is an excellent amendment and 
should in all fairness to the Judge Advocate 
General's Department be passed, as lawyers 
should certainly receive the same considera- 
tion as doctors, especially when the medical 
department includes even the veterinary doc- 
tors as such, 

“As you know, the lawyers as a rule are 
older men, because it takes at least 9 years’ 
preparation nowadays for a man to become 
a lawyer, and then after he has had a few 
years’ experience his average age is at least 
equal to that of the average doctor, if not 
older, and to retire him at 60 years works a 
hardship on the service, as he is at the height 
of his profession at that age and the service 
needs at least 4 years more of his experience, 
retiring him at 64 instead of 60 years. 

“*T wish to call your particular attention 
to the fact that the average age of all Judge 
Advocates is 51 years, while the average age 
of all veterinarians is 42 years, 4 months, yet 
the veterinarians are not retired until 64 years 
of age, while the lawyers are discriminated 
against and retired at 60 years, which is ob- 
viously to the detriment of the service and is 
evidently an oversight. You will also notice 
the average ages of the offices in these two 
branches of the service and will note that the 
Judge Advocate colonel’s average age is 59- 
9/12 years, as against 52-5/12 years for the 
Veterinary Corps colonels, which leaves the 
Judge Advocate colonel 3 months to serve as 
such colonel before he is retired, thus de- 
priving the service of his long experience 
which has brought him up to this grade.’ 

“With respect to retirement under existing 
law, which the Senator from Indiana (Mr. 
Minton) mentioned a moment ago, and to 
which I have referred two or three times, any 
officer in the Army may be removed from the 
Army for physical disability. A friend of 
mine from Colorado was retired from the 





Army last year.. The Army doctors said he 
had heart trouble. They put him out. He 
went to a private physician and had a thor. 
ough examination. He went clear through 
the clinic, and the doctor said there wag not 
a thing the matter with him. I took the re. 
ports to the War Department and tried to 
induce the Department to give him another 
examination. The officials said, ‘No; we ean 
not use him at all. He is physically disabled, 
We cannot use him in the Army.’ 

“Recently, the Army has called him hack. 
His heart is just as bad as it was, or just ag 
good as it was. He had been called back 
because he is needed, and he is now serving 
again. 

“That is the situation which we face. Woe 
need these officers. 

“Most of the Members of the Senate are 
familiar with class B. If a man’s superior 
officers bring in a class B classification 
against him, there is nothing he can do about 
it. He is out of the Army. If the Board has 
any objection to his efficiency he is compelled 
to leave the Army. 

“There are discrepancies in the bill; and] 
should like to call them to the attention of 
the Senator from Indiana. He thinks a Jaw. 
yer ought to get out of the Army at 60, Upy- 
der the existing law, officers in the Medical 
Corps may stay in the Army until they are 
4. That is the existing law so far ag the 
Medical Department is concerned. Dentists, 
surgeons, and chaplains may stay in the 
Army until they reach the age of 64, while 
engineers 

Mr. Minton. “Doctors, dentists, veterinary 
surgeons, and chaplains are on a separate pro 
motion list. And they are treated entirely 
different.” 

Mr. Johnson of Colorado. “We should elim 
inate them in this bill if they were not. They 
are not on our promotion list, but under the 
present law and under the future law if this 
bill passes, the mandatory retirement age for 
a medical officer is 64. If he is an engineer, 
he will retire at 60. Is there anything fair 
about that? That is the question which | 
want the Senator from Indiana to answer, It 
seems to me they all ought to retire at the 
same age. There is no reason why some of 
them should retire at one age and some at 
another.” 

On 16 May the discussion concluded as 
follows: 

Mr. Johnson. “I should like to ask the 
sponsors of the bill a few questions, and I 
should like to have them rise and answer 
them. First, is there a surplus of officers in 
the Army at the present time? If so, did 
Congress make a mistake when it passed a 
measure in 1939 increasing the commissioned 
personnel by 4,000? That is the first question 
I want answered, 

“The second question is, Is it good legis- 
lation arbitrarily to fix the number of colo- 
nels at 705 when we know that in the World 
War we used 1,725 colonels, and if we in 
crease the Army we may need many more 
colonels than we have at the present time? 

“I wish to ask the sponsors of the bill if 
they think it is wise to make a hard and 
fast formula at this time to fix the number 
of colonels in war and in peace at 705. 

“The third wish I question to ask is, Are 
able-bodied and alert men in the ordnance 
department; in the Judge Advocate’s office; 
the Corps of Engineers; the Quartermaster 
Corps; and in the educational service worth 
less at 60 years of age? 

“Mr. President, it seems to me the Senate 
could adopt one of two courses. It could ae 
cept my amendment and let the matter g¢ 
to conference, and call in the Army officers 
to answer the questions which I have pro 
pounded. At that time we would also know 
more about what is going to happen, and how 
the Army is to be increased, If the sponsors 
of the bill would accept the amendment and 
let it go to conference, where the bill could 
be given further consideration, I think that 
would be one solution. 

“The other solution is the one suggested by 
the Senator from North Carolina (Mr 
Bailey), which is that the bill be recom 
mitted. 

Mr. Sheppard. “Mr. President, would ae 
ceptance of the amendment close the mat 
ter so we could pass the bill now and have 
it go to conference?” 

Mr. Johnson of Colorado, “I should be very 
glad to have that done.” 

Mr. Sheppard. “Then IT accept the amend- 
ment offered by the Senator from Colorado. 

The Vice President. “The question is, Shall 
the bill pass? All in favor of the passage of 
the bill will say ‘aye.’ (A pause.) Those 
opposed, ‘no.’ The ‘ayes’ have it, and the bill, 
Hl. R. 9243, ts passed.” 

Mr. King subsequently said:

Expand Defenses 
(Continued from First Page) 
For antiaircraft arms and ammunition, 
it is proposed to spend $64,000,000, with 
articular emphasis on ammunition. 

Essential commercial items, para- 
chutes, blankets, and other equipment of 
this character, $74,000,000, 

For the modernization of the Army’s 
cmbat planes to meet the requirements 
of modern aerial warfare, $28,000,000 will 
be spent. The European war has demon- 
strated conclusively that planes must 
have greatly increased fire-power, self- 
sealing gas tanks and armor plate to pro- 
tect combat crews, among other things, 
in order effectively to accomplish their 
missions. 

Additional Division 

An additional triangular division, with 
wrps troops, totaling 15,000 men at a cost 
of $15,000,000 will be provided. 

Completion of the equippage of the per- 
onnel of the Protective Mobilization 
Plan, 750,000 officers and men, at a cost 
of $262,000,000 will be provided. 

The production of powder and explo- 
dives for the ordnance of the Army at a 
ost estimated at $44,000,000 is a major 
fature. The Government would assist 
the development and expansion of com- 
mercial plants under this phase of the 
program. 

The program provides for the procure- 
nent of 200 flying fortresses at a cost of 
$80,000,000. In this connection, it is well 
toremember that in a recent contract of 
dimilar magnitude, the United States 
Navy was able to obtain considerably 
nore than the originally estimated num- 
wr of planes because of the size of the 
oder, This might well be the same with 
the Army. 

The program extends outside the limits 
ofthe United States, with plans drawn to 
send $8,700,000 on the development of 
the Anchorage, Alaska, air base and a de- 
dsion to augment the facilities for the de- 
fense of the Panama Canal at a cost of 
$6,000,000. 

To administer this giant expansion, the 
War Department plans to spend $7,000,- 
” for inspection and coordination of the 
various phases. 

More Pilots 

Throughout the week on the floor of 
the House and Senate, legislators have 
wen deploring the lack of trained pilots 
ind mechanics to man an expanded air 
im. The Army plans to expend $106,- 
000 to inaugurate a training program 
that will each year produce 7,000 trained 
pilots, compared to approximately 2.400 
trained over a two year period at present. 
To meet the requirements of this expand- 
td force it will be necessary to train 7,000 
mechanics and enlist 7,000 additional men 
for maintenance work, 

Seacoast defenses will be expanded at 
‘cost of $4,000,000. 

To industry, educational orders in the 
tmount of $7,740,000 will be given. 

The President’s program insofar as it 
‘oneerns the Army, is, it has been learned, 
Wdentical with the program which See 
retary of War Woodring sought to have 
tmbodied in the budget last Fall but 
Which was rejected at that time as being 
excess of budgetary limitations.

Speed Navy Construction 

At hearings before the House Naval 
Committee this week, the Navy Depart- 
ment recommended a number of actions 
to speed up the program. The crux of the 
problem is that due to limited shipbuild- 
ing facilities, commercial and naval build- 
ing has loaded the ship ways of the na- 
tion. This can be solved by either con- 
structing additional facilities or rushing 
to completion ships now underway. The 
Navy and the Committee feel that the bet- 
ter plan is to shorten the completion 
schedule of ships underway. The Depart- 
ment recommended the following actions : 

“1. Increasing working hours per week 6 
days per week and 8 hours per day, or a 48 
hour week, and three shifts per day—24 hours 
per day. 

“2. Relax requirements of Walsh-Healey 
Acts and other restrictive laws, 

“3. Relax civil-service requirements to per- 
mit wider latitude in the employment of 
labor. 

“4. Authorize the Secretary of the Navy to 
negotiate contracts for ships and of mate 
rials, equipment, parts, machinery, ete., for 
the same, subject to approval of the President. 

“> Permit contractors to spread losses on 


contracts under the Vinson-Trammell Act 
over a period of 4 years. 
“6. Exempt subcontractors from depart 


ment limitations involving building under the 
Vinson-Trammell Act on contracts of less 
than $25,000. 

“7. Abolish limitations on employment of 
grade 4-B employees (white-collar workers). 

“S. Assign first priority to all naval work 
both in the plants of shipbuilders and sub 
contractors, 

“? Reduce 
the contract 
of vessels. 

“10. Appropriate funds for vessels well in 
advance of the year in which actual keel-lay- 
ing will occur, in order to permit long-range 
planning and procurement of materials, 

“11. Provide additional appropriations for 
increased shipbuilding facilities in both pri- 
vate and Government establishments. 

“12. Provide additional appropriations to 
cover inereased cost resulting from adoption 
of the above methods of speeding up the ship 
building program.” 

Rear Adm. 8S. M. Robinson, Coordinator 
of Shipbuilding, and Rear Adm. A. If, 
Van Keuren, Chief of the Bureau of Engi 
neering appeared before the committee 
early in the week to testify. 

On Thursday, Capt. Charles W. Fisher 
(COC), USN, Director of Shore Mstablish- 
ments, appeared before the committee to 
make recommendations with regard to 
Naval civilian personnel affected in the 
speed-up. Captain Fisher outlined the sit 
uation in clear, precise language. He ad 
vocated a thorough revision of the exist 
ing personnel set-up. He asked that 
“white collar” employees of the Navy be 
paid time and a half for overtime worked, 
he asked that Civil Service laws be sus 
pended in order that the Navy may be 
able to get the employees needed, he asked 
authority to bring back retired master 
craftsmen to school the new employees, 
he asked that commandants of naval in 
dustrial facilities be permitted to employ 
such clerical and administrative em 
ployees as they see fit and for abandon 
ment of the restrictive language of the 
appropriation bills that prevent this from 
being accomplished, he asked for suspen 
sion of features of the Walsh-Healy Act 
in order to create a greater field of pros- 
pective bidders on navy contracts. 

At the conclusion of his testimony, Rep 
resentative Vinson expressed apprecia 
tion for his presentation of the case and 
asked that he return today with legisla 
tion to accomplish the objectives which he 
outlined to the committee.

‘fifth column’ by which persons supposed to 
be peaceful visitors were actually a part of 
an enemy unit of occupation. Lightning at 
tacks, capable of destroying airplane factories 





and munitions works hundreds of miles be- 
hind the lines, are part of the new technique 
of modern war. 

“The element of surprise which has ever 
been an important tactic in warfare has be- 
come the more dangerous because of the 
amazing speed with which modern equip- 
ment can reach and attack the enemy's coun- 
try. 

“Our own vital interests are widespread. 
More than ever the protection of the whole 
American Hemisphere against invasion or 
control or domination by non-American na- 
tions has the united support of the twenty- 
one American Republics, including the United 
States. More than ever this protection calls 
for ready-at-hand weapons capable of great 
mobility because of the potential speed of 
modern attack, 

“The Atlantic and Pacific Oceans were rea- 
sonably adequate defensive barriers when 
fleets under sail could move at an average 
speed of five miles an hour. Even then by a 
sudden foray it was possible for an opponent 
actually to burn our national Capitol, Later, 
the oceans still gave strength to our defense 
when fleets and convoys propelled by steam 


could sail the oceans at fifteen or twenty 
miles an hour. 
“But the new element—air navigation— 


steps up the speed of possible attack to two 
hundred, to three hundred miles an hour. 
“Surely, the developments of the past few 
weeks have made it clear to all of our citl- 
venus that the possibility of attack on vital 
American zones ought to make it essential 
that we have the physical, the ready ability 


to meet those attacks and to prevent them 
from reaching their objectives. 
Need for Weapons 

“This means military implements—not on 


paper—which are ready and available to 
meet any lightning offensive against our 
American interest. It means also that facili- 
ties for production must be ready to turn 
out munitions and equipment at top speed. 

“We have had the lesson before us over 
and over again—nations that were not ready 
and were unable to get ready found them- 
selves overrun by the enemy. So-called im- 
pregnable fortifications no longer exist. A 
defense which allows an enemy to consolidate 
his approach without hindrance will lose. 
A defense which makes no effective effort to 
destroy the lines of supplies and communica- 
tions of the enemy will lose. 

“An effective defense by its very nature 
requires the equipment to attack an aggres- 
sor on his route before he can establish 
strong bases within the territory of American 
vital interests. 

“Loose talking and thinking on the part 
of some may give the false impression that 
our own Army and Navy are not first-rate, or 
that money has been wasted on them, 

“Nothing could be further from the truth, 

“In recent years the defensive power of our 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps has been very 
greatly improved. 

Navy Strongest in History 

“The Navy is stronger today than at any 
time in the nation’s history. Today also a 
large program of new construction is well 
under way. Ship for ship, ours are equal to, 
or better than, the vessels of any foreign 
power, 

“The Army likewise is at its greatest peace 
time strength. Its equipment in quality and 
quantity has been greatly increased and im 


proved, 

“The National Guard and the reserve 
strength of the two Services are better 
equipped and better prepared than during 


any other peace-time period, 

“On the other side of the picture we must 
visualize the outstanding fact that since the 
first day of September, 1980, every week that 
has passed has brought new lessons learned 
from actual combat on land and sea. 

Airplane Types 

“In types of planes, we are not behind the 
other nations of the world. Many of the 
planes of the belligerent powers are at this 
moment not of the latest models. But one 
belligerent power not only has many more 
planes than all their opponents combined, 
but also appears to have a weekly production 


capacity at the moment that is far greater 
than that of their opponents 
“From the point of view of our own de 


fense, therefore, great additional production 
capacity is our principal air requisite 

“For the permanent record, I ask the Con 
gress not to take any action which would in 
any way hamper or delay the delivery of 
American-made planes to foreign nations 
which have ordered them, or seek toe pur 
chase more planes, That, from the point of 
view of our own national defense, would be 
extremely shortsighted, 

“During the past year American production 
capacity for war planes, including engines, 
has risen from approximately 6,000 planes a 


year to more than double that number, due 
in wreater part to the placing of foreign 
orders 


“Our immediate problem is to superimpose 
on this production capacity a greatly in 
creased additional production capacity. I 
should like this nation geared up to 
the ability to turn out at least 50,000 planes 
a year. Furthermore, I believe that this na- 


to see 





tion should plan at this time a program that 
would provide us with 50,000 military and 
naval planes. 

“The ground forces of the Army require 
the immediate speeding up of last winter's 
program to procure equipment of all kinds, 
including motor transport and artillery, in- 
cluding anti-aircraft guns and full ammuni- 
tion supplies. It had been planned to spread 
these requirements over the next three or 
four years. We should fill them at once. 

Appropriations Sought 

“At this time I am asking the immediate 
appropriation by the Congress of a large sum 
of money for four primary purposes: 

“First, to procure the essential equip- 
ment of all kinds for a larger and thorough- 
ly rounded-out Army; 

“Second, to replace or modernize all old 
Army and Navy equipment with the latest 
type of equipment; 

“Third, to increase production facilities 
for everything needed for the Army and 
Navy for national defense. We require the 
ability to turn out quickly intinitely greater 
supplies; 

“Fourth, to speed up to a twenty-four 
hour basis all existing Army and Navy con- 
tracts, and all new contracts to be awarded. 
“I ask for an immediate appropriation of

“The total of authorizations is, therefore,

“It is my belief that a large part of the 
requested appropriation of $100,000,000, and 
the requested authorization of $100,000,000 to 
the President will be used principally for the 
increase of production of airplanes, anti-air 
eraft guns, and the training of additional 
personnel for these weapons.

Belgium being in the war, her reserve is 
at the disposal of the Allies, It amounts 
to $626,000,000, The British gold reserve 
is $1,161,000,000, and the French $2,000,- 
000,000, Thus the grand total of gold in 
the possession of the Allies is $4,754,000,- 
000. This is one-fourth of the gold reserve 
of the United States, which now amounts 
to $18,933,000,000, 

From our point of view, according to 
the Federal Reserve Board, the gold we 
receive pays for the goods the Allies buy 
in excess of what we accept from them. 
It provides a market for our products, 
and thus increases our activity. It is true 
the gold adds to our reserve problems, 
but it is also true that it helped us ease 
credit conditions, and added to our vol- 
ume of deposits and reserves at a time 
when this contributed to arresting our de- 
flation and in creating a financial climate 
propitious for recovery. 

Although the Agricultural Department 
tukes a sombre view of the effect of the 
expansion of the war upon the sale of 
our farm products, the fact remains that 
the British food supply is seriously dis- 
turbed by the occupation of Denmark and 
Holland, whose meat and lard and dairy 
products will now be available, but in 
less quantity, to Germany. The United 
Kingdom raises just under half of its 
meat, and was dependent upon Denmark 
for a quarter of this supply. Denmark fur- 
nished a quarter of imported dairy pro- 
duce and the Netherlands an eighth. 
Large quantities of fresh fruit and vege- 
tubles came from the Netherlands, from 
that country, Denmark and Poland was 
received a considerable percentage of the 
eggs consumed. Eighty-seven per cent 
of cereals were imported from Canada, 
the United States, Argentina, and Aus- 
tralian, and these countries also furnished 
meat. Now, the United Kingdom must de- 
pend upon the Americas and Australia for 
larger shipments in order to keep its 
larder full, Fortunately, as a result of the 
control of Norwegian, Dutch and Danish 
shipping, and the new construction which 
has been intensified, there will be ample 
transportation available, provided the 
submarine can continue to be kept under 
control and the British air service be able 
to arrest attacks on merchant vessels by 
German planes. 

An important need of the German in- 
dustry was industrial diamonds, It is un- 
derstood the Dutch shipped their supply 
to England in time to escape capture, This 
may affect our Diamond Industry, which 
probably will not make as large sales in 
the future. 

By placing their Armies across the 
route from the iron mines of French Lor- 
raine, and capturing the iron smelters and 
steclL mills of the Belgium-Luxembourg 
Keonomic Union, the 700,000 tons of steel 
and scrap imported annually by France 
and the United Kingdom, will be no longer 
available for the Allies. They must de- 
pend upon the United States for these sup- 
plies. Large orders for them have been 
placed and are being placed, so as to make 
up the losses from Belgium and Seandi- 
navia. The Reich will benefit from this 
embarrassment of the Allies, but will not 
gain materially from them. The greater 
part of these German peace time neces- 
sities cume from Sweden and Lorraine. 
The Allies intend to continue to prevent 





the shipment of Swedish ore from Narvik, 
and even if Swedish rail facilities could 
transport all the ore produced, still Ger- 
many would not have sufficient for her 
factories. Which indicates that French 
Lorraine will be an objective of the Ger- 
man Armies. 

To sum up, the Allies have a larger gold 
reserve and must depend more than here- 
tofore upon American agriculture and 
American industry.

50,000 Plane Program 


Assistant Secretary of War Louis 
Johnson announced yesterday that a 
meeting of the representatives of 40 


frame, engine, fuselage, and accessories 
manufacturers will be held at the War 
Department 20 May to discuss with Army 
and Navy officials the projected 50,000 
plane program. 

He said that he hopes private industry 
can do the job alone and asserted that the 
industry will receive all the cooperation 
of the War Department, but in case they 
can not a way will be found to do it “con- 
sistent with the preservation of private 
industry and free initiative.’ He said 
that federal funds can be allocated to 
build plane factories which can be oper- 
ated either by the government or by in- 
dustry and that after the emergency the 
plants could be left in a “stand by” status 
in the manner of “shadow factories” of 
Kuropean nations. He said that the WPA 
has worked out the design of the “shadow 
factories” and that these plans will be 
shown to the commercial representatives. 
Kach of these plants would be designed 
to produce 100 planes a month. 


American Legion Convention 

The Navy was reminded this week by 
the Bureau of Navigation that the 22nd 
annual national convention of the Ameri- 
can Legion will be held at Boston, Mass., 
23-26 Sept., in order that officers and men 
desiring to attend may request leave. 

The Bureau also announced that the 
national convention of the Army and 
Navy Union, U. 8. A., will be held 21-25 
Aug. at Akron instead of Cleveland, Ohio, 
aus previously stated. 





Merchant Marine 

The Maritime Commission this week 
invited bids for purchase of nine of its 
laid-up vessels. It announced acceptance 
of bids opened 17 April for purchase by 
Weyerhaeuser Steamship Company of the 
Narcissus and Jalapa, and refusal by 
Luckenbach Steamship Company to ac- 
cept the Janelew and Mosella. It rejected 
all bids, opened the same day, for pur- 
chase of the Bayou Chico, Salaam, Yapa- 
laga and Monroe. It still has under con- 
sideration bids for purchase of the Gal 
veston, Oldham, Tolosa and West Kedron. 

Thus, of 12 vessels put on the block 17 
April, two have been disposed of, award 
on four is under consideration, and six 
have been retained by the government. 
Three of these six, the Bayou Chico, 
Salaam and Yapalaga, have been offered 
for sale again in the group of nine on 
which bids will be opened 22 May. 

Of the nine now for sale, the Daven- 
port, Lorain, Mercer and Waukegon must 
he hought en bloc for operation on an es- 
sential trade route, with replacement 
within three years by three new vessels. 

American citizens may bid on any or all 
of the following: Bayou Chico, Salaam, 
Yapalaga, City of Weatherford and 
George Peirce, but must replace new ves- 
sel for vessel within two years, except 
that if all five are bought only four re- 
placements will be required, and if four 
are bought by one operator only three re- 
placements need be made. 

Maritime Day 

President Roosevelt again has pro- 
claimed 22 May as Maritime Day, com- 
memorating the sailing from Savannah 
on 22 May 1819 of the steamship Savan- 
nah for Kurope first steamer to cross 
the ocean. In observance of the day, Rear 
Adm. Emory S. Land, USN-Ret., commis- 
sion chairman, will speak at a San Fran 
cisco celebration; Commissioner Moran 
will speak at Portland, Me.; Commis- 
sioner Truitt will speak aboard the Amer- 
ican Seaman, training ship, which will 
come to Washington Navy Yard for the 
day, and Commissioner Wiley will speak 
at the New York World's Fair.

Mr. Gaede’s rebuttal was largely a 
repetition of his previous statements, but 
he challenged statements that a ship of 
the speed his turn-around demanded 
would require nearly 400,000 horsepower, 
pointing out that it was said the Queen 
Mary would need 300,000 to 400,000 horse 
power to attain speed of 30 knots but 
had made that speed with but 200,000 
horsepower. Improved design and ma 
chinery will reduce estimates of horse- 
power required to send a ship 35 knots. 

Shipping Acts Considered 

A joint resolution introduced into the 
House this week by Chairman Bland of 
the Merchant Marine and Fisheries Com- 
mittee would fix, as a basis for computing 
foreign construction costs in determining 
the subsidies to be paid here, conditions 
prior to 3 Sept. 1989—the outbreak of the 
Kuropean War. 


The House has passed and sent to the 
Senate the bill H.R. 9262 which would 
make the Maritime Commission inspector 
of civilian nautical schools. 

Allies Have 23,000,000 Tons 

One favorable aspect of Germany's 
blitzkrieg war in five neutral countries 
has been to add to the ocean-going mer. 
chant tonnage available to Great Britajy 
about 10 times the tonnage lost by Allieq 
and Neutral countries since beginning of 
the war 3 Sept. 1939. 

As of 9 May, the British, French anq 
neutrals had lost 440 vessels of 1,430,195 
gross tons, and most of the neutrals who 
lost tonnage, it will be remembered, were 
Norway, Denmark and Poland whose mer 
chant marines have now been in large 
part absorbed or made available to the 
Allies, together with the mercantile ma- 
rines of the Netherlands and Belgium, 
Seagoing tonnage of Norway, Denmark, 
the Netherlands, Belgium and Poland 
combined is about 13,000,000 tons, or 
about 10 times the Allied and neutral 
losses. Britain’s losses have been about 4 
per cent of its tonnage. Germany has lost 
61 vessels of 313,162 tons and most of the 
rest of its shipping has been immobilized

Additional Appropriations 


Apparently no provision was made for 


Guard in the President’s bil- 
lion dollar National Defense message on 
16 May, but earlier in the week, the 
President sent to Congress a supplemen- 
tal estimate of appropriation in the 
amount of $8,748,140 for the service. 

The great bulk of the funds requested, 
$8,008,660, will be employed for “emer- 
gency conversion of Coast Guard vessels 
for naval use.” The conversion contem- 
plated would be in the nature of provid- 
ing military features for the Coast Guard 
fleet. Anti-aircraft guns will have to be 
installed on a number of the smaller ves- 
sels, additional armor will have to be 
placed around magazines and ammuni- 
tion lockers, under-water sound detec- 
tors installed and top-side features 
braced, among other things. It will be 
remembered that the Coast Guard re- 
quested the under-water sound equip- 
ment when the1941 appropriation bill was 
before Congress but was turned down on 
the grounds that the emergency was not 
sufficiently close to warrant the expendi- 
ture at this time. 

Most surprising feature was the lack 
of request for additional planes to oper- 
ate out of the Coast Guard’s ten strategi- 
cally placed air bases along the coasts. 

In addition to the request noted above,

President asked $550,000 with an addi- 
tional request that $160,000, appropriated 
under the heading “Fuel and Water, 
Coast Guard, 140,” be permitted to be 
transferred to the navigation aids proj- 
ect. This fund would restore three light 
stations destroyed or partially damaged 
by tire and a number of navigational aids 
destroyed during the recent severe win- 
ter. Also, work in the amount of $280,- 
OOO would be started on berthing piers at 
the Coast Guard base, Staten Island, N. 
Y. The Rivers and Harbors program of 
the Army will make necessary the ex- 
penditure of $220,000 to provide naviga- 
tional aids for newly formed channels 
and harbor entrances. The Staten Island 
pier project will eventually cost $710,000 
and was made necessary by a boost in 





rental on facilities now being used by 
the Coast Guard. 
In connection with the request for | 


funds to convert Coast Guard vessels for | 


naval use, it is interesting to note that 
the request is so worded that $100,000 
would be made immediately available, 
for use before 1 July, 1940, 

Another item in the President's request 
calls for the appropriation of $99,480 for 
“Expenses incident to a special mission, 
It is understood that this fund is to de- 
fray the expenses of the Coast Guard's 
trips to Greenland, following the Ger- 
man invasion of the northern republics, 
In commenting on the requests, the 
President stated, “The estimate for con- 
version of vessels for naval use is based 
on specifications furnished by the Navy. 
The estimate of $99,480 is required to 
transport and maintain a special mission 
to be undertaken by the Coast Guard.” 

The House Committee on Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries on 15 May 1940, re- 
ported favorably the bill, HR 9558, carry- 
ing amendments to various acts pertain- 
ing to the Coast Guard.

Air Reserve Officers 

The War Department is now engaged 
in revamping the “Flight Officers Bill,” 
passed by the Senate early in the present 
session, in order to provide a basis for 
retaining in the Army Air Corps a con- 
siderable number of the Army’s pilots 
who, through no fault of their own, are 
barred from permanent commission and 
from an assured career in the service. 
The present emergency, with the vastly 
increased air program requested by the 
President, make it essential that these 
pilots be retained in a satisfactory status. 
In the group, are found pilots who han- 
dle the Army’s fastest and largest planes. 
The group in question are Reserve Offi- 
cers on extended active duty, many of 
whom have more than 4000 hours flying 
time logged to their credit and the great 
majority of whom have more than 3000 
hours. They are barred from permanent 
commission by reason of their having 
passed age 28, the maximum age provided 





in the Army expansion act for initial 
commission in the Army. 
Some Commissions Granted 
At this session of Congress, a bill, HR 
6925, was passed which waived the age 
limit for original commission for Reserve 
officers on extended active duty provided 
a special examination was passed. The 
bill was so worded that the apportion- 
ment of commissions to this Reserve
